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ADDRESS, 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 

With singular unanimity of expression we have been 
called by our fellow-citizens, some to continue, others to 
assume the labor of public servants, charged with onerous 
and responsible duties, involving in a degree the happi- 
ness and prosperity of our people, the reputation and 
honor of the city. With an impartial ambition we should 
enter upon these duties with sworn devotion to our coun- 
try, and an abiding faith in its cause, never willing to re- 
lax our efforts short of having conquered an undying peace. 
Through a veil of sorrow we may behold much in the 
past to invite profound gratitude, add brightness to our 
hopes and stimulate our action in the future. The task 
in which the nation has been engaged, of maintaining the 
supremacy of a republican form of government, and sub- 
duing a rebellious people, has become one of unprecedent- 
ed magnitude, filling every passing raomemt with some 
important event. The efforts of the year just closed have 
been crowned with eminent success ; from the capture of 
Vicksburg and the opening of the Mississippi to the re- 
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coat raid of the gallant General Avcrill into the enemy’s 
country, we have been steadily gaining ground and bring- 
ing the rebellion nearer its death. Our cause has found 
new friends at home and abroad; those who were looking 
upon our efforts with less of hope than despair are grad- 
ually realizing that to a devoted and united people the ac- 
complishment of great deeds is possible. T\ ith united 
devotion, unexhausted resources, and the advantages al- 
ready gained, have we not reason to speak hopefully of 
the future, and to expect that at no very distant day we 
may behold a misguided people filled with sorrow, seeking 
protection and peace under the Proclamation of Amnesty 
so generously tendered by the President 

OUR MILITARY ACTION. 

Prom the commencement of this struggle to the pres- 
ent day the military action of Lowell has been such as to 
create feelings of pride within the breast of every loyal 
citizen, and it is so well known by you as to make it un- 
necessary for me to enter into a lengthy review. When 
the time of service of the nine months’ volunteers throuirh-

out the country had expired, and the brave men had re- 
turned to resume their accustomed peaceful avocations, it 
was found by the President that the forces remaining in 
the field were so much reduced as to check active opera- 
tions, and in order to raise the old regiments to the requir- 
ed number, he ordered a draft for three hundred thousand 
men. Notwithstanding Lowell had furnished a large sur- 
plus of troops over previous calls, on July 15th, 1863, she 


was compelled to submit to a conscription with the follow- 
ing result:

Of the last named, four, after remaining three months 
in camp at Long Island, were discharged as being unfit 
for military service. A few months later, the President, 
being assured by the Governors of the loyal States that all 
his requirements could be met by voluntary enlistments, 
on the 17th of October called for three hundred thousand 
more volunteers for three years, at the same time ordering 
a draft to take place on the 5 th of January, 1864, to fill 
all deficiencies under this and previous calls. An extra 
session of the Legislature was convened, and, to stimulate 
a desire to enlist, a state bounty of $325 was offered to all 
persons who would enlist as a part of the contingent of 
Massachusetts. Through His Excellency the Governor 
the matter of raising the quota of the State was commit- 
ted to the Mayor and Aldermen of cities and the Select- 
men of towns, each being required to raise the quotas 
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assigned to their respective districts, or abide the alterna- 
tive — submit to a draft. Again Lowell was called upon 
to raise two hundred and cightv-eight men, and her citi- 
zens sprang to the work with so zealous a determination, 
that I feel assured that the quota will be voluntarily filled. 
And here I desire to bear humble testimony in praise of 
our adopted citizens who have assumed our cause with 
true zeal and patriotism. They have nobly taken up arms 
to maintain a government and support a flag they have 
learned to revere, and many have fallen, thus offering their 
lives as sacrifices upon the altar of our country. 

I, ADD AND WHITNEY MONUMENT. 

A year ago I took occasion to commend to the favorable 
consideration of the City Council the propriety of select- 
ing a suitable resting-place for the remains of Luther C. 
Ladd and Addison O. Whitney, and causing a monument 
to be erected upon the spot. It was believed to be fitting 
that an event so historical should be commemorated with 
more than local interest and pride. Through the efforts 
of our Representatives the matter was presented to the 
attention of the Legislature, and the sum of $2,000 was 
appropriated from the State Treasury, with the provision 
that an equal amount should be raised by the City of 
Lowell ; that appropriation was made by your predeces- 
sors, and a joint special committee was appointed to con- 
fer and take such action in connection with His Excel- 
lency the Governor as they might deem proper. The com- 
mittee named by the Governor (to act in his stead) have 


met that of the City Council, viewed the appropriate local- 
ities in the city, and have decided that above all others the 
most desirable are Park Garden, or the Square in front of 
the Merrimack House. Although I am not able to speak 
definitely, I may say that the preference of the committee 
is strongly in favor of the latter site. In response to the 
invitation of the committee various designs have been sub- 
mitted, and a plan will soon be determined upon and the 
work commenced. I doubt not the citizens of Lowell, 
the State of Massachusetts and the whole country will feel 
a pride in this work, which it is intended shall be of such 
a character as to fitly commemorate the events of April 
19th, 1861. It will be the duty of the City Council to 
appoint a committee at as early a day as possible to act in 
the place of the one retired. 

MILITARY AXD NAVAL RECORD. 

By an act of the Legislature, passed last year, the City 
Clerk is required to make and keep a record of all the sol- 
diers and seamen who have been in the service of the 
United States from this city during the rebellion, giving 
the name, time and place of birth, when enlisted, rank on 
entering service, regiment and company, with such other 
facts as relate strictly to the military or naval career of 
such persons. It will readily be understood that this is a 
work of no little importance, requiring much time and 
care, more even than could be given by the City Clerk 
without neglecting the duties of his office ; under his di- 
rection, however, the work is being most faithfully per- 
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formed by Mr. Charles A. Kimball, Librarian of the City 
Library. Difficult, indeed, is the task of. procuring cor- 
rect information from sources so varied ; but the value of 
such a record is mainly in its being complete and truthful. 
Honor and respect for the patriots who have entered the 
arena of strife, and whose faithful record must become a 
part of their reward, and shed lustre upon their names, 
should prompt us to perform so delicate a duty with more 
than ordinary care. 

REVISING THE ORDINANCES. 

The work of revising and consolidating the Ordinances, 
and publishing the same with the special laws relating to 
the management of the city, as ordered by the City Coun- 
cil, has been completed. Much time has been expended 
and great care taken in re-framing and correcting the Ordi- 
nances so as to have them conform to the language and 
spirit of the Statutes. With the exception of adding an 
Ordinance creating and establishing the office of Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, no important changes in effect 
were made. The neat and convenient arrangement of the 
Laws and Ordinances in one volume will commend itself 
to the favor of those who have occasion to search for such 
information as they contain, and prove a ready reference 
in the deliberations of the City Council. 

FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

The receipts and payments during the year have been 
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large, though considerably less than for the year previ- 
ous. 

The whole amount received into the treasury, including

The balance in favor of the city, exclusive of the per- 
manent loan, with cash on hand, is shown to be $25,277.22 
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A permanent loan for $12,000 was ordered by the City 
Council for the payment of repairs made upon school- 
houses, but the same has not been negotiated. Ten thou- 
sand dollars of the permanent debt has been paid the past 
year, and $08,000 will fall due this year. For the liqui- 
dation of this amount I would recommend that the sum 
of $10,000 be assessed and collected this year, and that 
the balance — $2S,000 — be provided for by a new loan. 
The amount shown as due from the State would have been 
reduced by the receipt of the greater part of the two first 
items, had it not been withheld bv the State Treasurer for 
the purpose of compelling payment from the city of the 
sum of $21,643.17 assessed against Lowell under an act 
providing for the so-styled equalization of bounties paid 
in 1S62. The large amount of money paid out by the 
city, as state aid to the families of soldiers, has to be pro- 
vided and carried along by temporary loan, thus showing 
our indebtedness exceedingly large. All the funds thus 
expended should be furnished promptly by the State. Al- 
though we have been compelled by unforeseen emergen- 
cies to exceed our expectations in expenditures, our finan- 
cial record will bear the scrutiny of the public eye, and 
reflect credit upon the city, and honor upon him who has 
so faithfully watched over the treasury. The strong desire 
of former governments has been to lessen appropriations; 
this has been done, while our expenses have increased, 
consequently we have but a small balance in the treasury. 
"While I commend the strictest economy in all departments 
in the management of the city, I wish to urge upon the 


Council the propriety of moderately increasing the appro- 
priations. 


STUEETS. 

Although no extraordinary alterations or improvements 
requiring a great outlay have been undertaken during the 
past year, much promiscuous labor has been expended at 
various points upon our streets, which, despite the vigi- 
lance of the faithful Superintendent and the untiring la* 
bors of his men, have been sadly damaged by the drench- 
ing rains of summer and autumn. The waste of an hour 
may require months to repair. More than the ordinary 
amount of labor in repairs will be required during the 
present year, and the introduction of the “ Stone-Crusher ” 
at this time is peculiarly opportune. The cost of the ma- 
chine, engine, &c., complete, was about $2,300, and with 
seven men is capable of doing the work of thirty-five, 
crushing one thousand cubic feet per day : and al though 
procured somewhat as an experiment it gives full assurance 
that it will prove a valuable auxiliary in macadamizing 
our streets. In the manner of the inventor, to properly 
macadamize a road, the “ covering or roof of the soil must 
be made of clean dry stone broken into small fragments, 
* * * * * which must be so prepared and laid as 

to unite by its own angles into a firm, compact, impenetra- 
ble body. This cannot be effected unless the greatest care 
be taken that no earth, * * * * * or other mat- 

ter that will hold or conduct water be mixed with the 
broken stone. A road perfectly made on these principles 
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Completely excludes water, and therefore never can be 
afFected by the action of frost.” It cannot be pretended 
that we arc actually making macadamized streets, yet we 
approach that system near enough to realize some of its 
advantages. In the month of September a petition was 
presented to the Mayor and Aldermen by the proprietors 
of the Lowell Ilorse llailroad Company for permission to 
locate and construct a railroad track in the streets of the 
city. At a hearing, of which public notice was given, no 
objection was made, and the prayer of the petitioners rvas 
granted, though not without considerable distrust on the 
part of the Board. This was an entirely new enterprise 
for Lowell, and considering how compactly we are sit- 
uated, with but little other than local travel to rely upon 
for support, it will not seem strange that there should 
have been a diversity of opinions as to the success that 
■would attend such an undertaking. To relinquish the use 
of so important a portion of our streets for such a pur- 
pose, without assurances that the public were to receive 
greater accommodations in this mode of conveyance, might 
seem like parting with the right and privilege that the 
public have in these streets without receiving an adequate 
consideration. Of this the people will soon be able to 
judge. It will be the duty of the proper authorities to 
hold the corporation to a strict accountability, ready at all 
times, however, to afford them every expedient calculated 
to aid them in their enterprise. A considerable portion of 
the paving on either side of the track has already settled 
to such an extent below the top of the vail as to become 


exceedingly annoying to carriage travel. I understand 
that it is the intention of the liailroad Company to relay 
this paving early in the spring, at which lime we may ex- 
pect to behold the cars running. The amount expended 
and charged to the appropriation for Roads and Bridges 
was $17,271.82. 

CITY LIBRARY. 

Nearly twenty years have passed since the establishment 
of this institution, and never has its circle of usefulness 
been larger. The steady increase in the number of its 
patrons is sufficient to warrant the opinion that it is now' 
being appreciated. One of the duties that you will be 
called upon to perform in connection with the Library is 
the election of a Board of Directors. My experience, as 
a member of the last Board, impels me to say that too 
much care cannot be taken in selecting men whose tastes 
and inclinations peculiarly fit them for auch a position. 
Such was the manifest indifference of some of the gentle- 
men who were chosen by the last City Council to watch 
over the interests of the Library, that, notwithstanding 
repeated efforts were made by the Librarian to secure a 
meeting of the Board, nearly four months had passed be- 
fore a quorum wms assembled. By a provision in the new 
Ordinances each member of the City Council is allowed 
the use of the Library free of charge, and I desire respect- 
fully to invite your acceptance of this privilege that you 
may become better acquainted with its condition and 
wants. The amount expended and charged to this appro- 
priation was $1,074.78. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The management of our Public Schools is to a certain 
extent so independent of the action of the City Council 
that I need nardly refer to it here ; yet your interest in 
the welfare of such institutions should be co-equal with 
that of the School Committee. It will be your duty to 
provide means for the support of our Schools, and furnish 
such suitable and convenient accommodations as will tend 
to increase their usefulness. In the early part of last year, 
consequent upon the increased expense of living, the 
School Committee very properly restored the salaries of 
most of the teachers to their former rates. The number 
of scholars attending our Schools has been greatly reduced 
by the exodus of many families from the city. Several 
Primary Houses have been closed, and the scholars attend- 
ing have been accommodated elsewhere. This was a step 
in the right direction, but I think the Committee should 
not have stopped short of requiring other Primaries to be 
removed to the Grammar Houses in their immediate vicin- 
ity, in which there are now thirteen unoccupied rooms, 
most of them fitted with modern improvements, and sit- 
uated in localities that would well accommodate a major- 
ity of the scholars. The expense of heating these rooms 
in houses already occupied would be comparatively no- 
thing, and these Schools would then enjoy the advantage, 
if it is an advantage, of being under the supervision of 
Grammar masters. The City Council of last year passed 
an Ordinance requiring the School Committee to appoint 
a “ Superintendent of Public Schools.’' When a suitable 
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person is placed in this position, we shall have the advan- 
tages of a uniform system for the teaching and disciplining 
of our scholars. Under the present management there are, 
with one exception, as many Superintendents as Commit- 
tee-men — each in his sphere carrying out his views. It is 
not improbable that a scholar, in changing from one Gram- 
mar School to another, would find different classes in the 
latter from those which he left in the former; with graded 
Schools, using the same text-books and governed by the 
same general rules, such differences should not exist. At 
the present time there is no one person authorized to en- 
force the rules of the Committee, and I regret to say that 
some of the teachers openly disregard them, and at times 
express great disrespect for the orders of the Board. I 
am confident that a correction in these matters would be 
made by an efficient Superintendent. I respectfully invite 
your careful perusal of the very able report of the School 
Committee that will soon be laid before you. The amount 
expended for Schools was $50,733.82. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

At the instance of the School Committee, the last City 
Council was induced to remodel the Colburn, Franklin 
and Mann Grammar School-houses and fit them for graded 
schools. The work was undertaken and completed with 
great dispatch, to the acceptance and credit of the commit- 
tee having it in charge. Steam-heating apparatus was 
applied to each ; and, with the exception of the Edson, 
Bartlett and Varnum, all the Grammar School-houses are 
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now heated by steam. There still is, however, considera- 
ble difficulty experienced in the heating of the rooms, and 
I desire to invite your attention to these matters at a sea- 
son when the necessity of extreme heating exists, that you 
may observe and remedy the evils complained of. The 
School-houses, with few exceptions, are in good and con- 
venient repair. None, at the present time, are so deficient 
in room and accommodations as that of the High School. 
A full representation of their wants will doubtless be 
made to you by the School Committee. The Primary 
School-houses on Middle and Mill streets will not be re- 
quired for the use of the schools again. The amount ex- 
pended under this appropriation was §15,859.57. 

POLICE. 

The management of this department during the past 
year has been exceedingly satisfactory, and, with few ex- 
ceptions, the men have performed their duties faithfully 
and with ’uniformly good bearing. Few callings in life 
are beset with greater temptations than that of an active 
police officer ; compelled to enter the haunts of vice, and 
deal with the vicious and fallen, he should carry with him 
such moral courage as will be equally potent with his 
power, and clothe him with an armor capable of with- 
standing flattery or bribes. Sound morals, correct habits, 
and a gentle but firm disposition, always command respect, 
and they are traits of character that are indispensable in 
men who occupy the position of preservers of the peace. 
Our continued military action and the excitement of the 
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times have made the duties of the Police force unusually 
varied, and especial credit should be given to Marshal 
Lang and his assistants for their untiring efforts to main- 
tain good order in the city. The number of men in this 
department has been considerably reduced since 18G1 ; it 
is undoubtedly necessary that some changes should be 
made, but there appears to be no good reason for aug- 
menting the force. The amount expended and charged 
under this head was $16,829.83. 

LIGHTING STREETS. 

The office of Superintendent of Street Lamps has been 
abolished, and that duty assigned to the Superintendent 
of Streets. It is now in contemplation to employ a man, 
who, under the direction of the Superintendent of Streets, 
shall devote his whole time, or such part as may be nec- 
essary, to keep the lamps and lights in good order ; and, 
by allowing the Police to light these lamps upon their 
most central beats, a considerable saving may be made. 
There can be no doubt but that the public fully appre- 
ciate well-lighted streets ; quite likely is this to be the 
case with our citizens, who, as a laboring community, are 
compelled to do business and trade during the evening- 
hours. The numerous petitions, praying for additional 
street-lamps, indicate the wants of those in certain locali- 
ties ; but a still greater necessity exists for more thorough- 
ly lighting the principal streets and business parts of the 
city ; — to the public this w-ould prove a great convenience, 
and, as a police regulation, it would not be without effect.

I commend the matter to your favorable consideration. 
The amount expended and charged to this appropriation 
was $5,511.88. 


TIIE l’OOK. 

The vicissitudes of war have not borne upon the unfor- 
tunatc Poor with that severity we had reason to fear. As 
the manufacturing metropolis of New England, we are 
large consumers of the great staple product of the seceded 
States ; by the interruption which has forbidden our re- 
ceiving an adequate supply, our industrial pursuits have 
been sadly checked. Many of our manufactories, where 
were constantly heard the hum of the spindle and clatter 
of the loom, are now silent. No lack of opportunity has 
prevented all able-bodied men, of suitable age, from serv- 
ing their country, and by their earnings and the allowance 
from the State to their families, providing well for their 
wants. Many have patriotically availed thmselves of the 
opportunity, others have sought employment elsewhere, 
and nearly all have substantially sustained themselves by 
their own efforts. The calls for out-door relief during the 
year have been less than for many previous years. The 
more numerous claims for assistance come from those fam- 
ilies whose principal support is derived from the labor of 
the weak arm of a mother or daughter. To this class 
Lowell, through its various sources of employment, has 
heretofore offered flattering inducements, and has, conse- 
quently, now become their asylum. There are thirty-seven 
resident paupers being supported at the City Farm, and

seven have died during the year. One of the largest items 
of expense incurred from the appropriation for the Poor, 
is that of paying for the support of the insane at the State 
Lunatic Hospital, Worcester. There are at present eight 
persons from this city maintained in that institution at an 
expense of about $3.00 each per week. Some of these 
cases are chronic and might with propriety be cared for in 
connection with our Alms-House, at considerable saving 
of expense. A portion of the Hospital Building, which 
is but seldom used, could, with trifling expense, be made a 
convenient and comfortable home for these persons. I in- 
vite the attention of the Overseers of the Poor to the 
earnest consideration of this matter. The amount ex- 
pended and charged to this appropriation was $13,314.55. 

FI EE DEPARTMENT. 

Every good citizen has a property if not a life interest 
in the protection afforded by an efficient and well-organ- 
ized Fire Department. It affords me much pleasure to 
speak of the concord and good feeling which prevails 
among the members of this department ; the perfect har- 
mony existing gives strength to their action, respect for 
their organization, and affords pleasure and happiness in 
their social relations. To the citizens, as well as those 
having these matters more immediately in charge, such 
unity of feeling is full assurance that to the zealous fire- 
men we may safely entrust this great responsibility. The 
apparatus and machinery belonging to the department is 
in good condition ; two of the hand-engines and one hose* 
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carriage have been newly painted, and six hundred feet 
of leading-hose have been procured the past year ; about 
the same amount of new hose and painting will be requir- 
ed this year. The department was called out twenty-six 
times during the year. Property estimated in value at 
$83,746 was damaged or destroyed, which was covered by 
insurance, amounting to $71,475. the building and 
property destroyed by the boiler explosion on Middle 
street is included in the item of losses by fire. The amount 
expended and charged to the appropriation for the Fire 
Department was $13,336.89. 

STEAM BOILERS. 

I desire to invite the earnest attention of the proper 
branch of the City Council to the importance of securing 
the services of a thoroughly competent person, whose duty 
it shall be to inspect and examine all steam engines or 
steam boilers located in the city, and report whether or 
not the same are deemed unsafe for use. The recent ter- 
rible calamity on Middle street, by which several lives 
were lost and an entire building demolished, seem to de- 
mand such an inspection, and as the same is fully author- 
ized by law, Section 41, Chapter 88, of the General Stat- 
utes, I trust it will receive your early consideration. 

COMMONS. 

The course recommended by me last year, and adopted 
by the Committee on Commons, has proved exceedingly 
satisfactory as a method of judiciously expending a small 
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appropriation in beautifying and protecting our Commons. 
Plans were made for the work on the South Common, 
terraces commenced, and the filling-in for a distance com- 
pleted. The work needs to be continued on the north and 
west sides, only so fast as the filling -in progresses. Pumps 
have been placed in the two wells, which afford an ample 
supply of good drinking-water; the walks have been 
opened to a uniform width, and thoroughly repaired, in 
many places with rubble-paved gutters. The improve- 
ments have been adequate for the expenditure, ivhich has 
been $976. 72. I point with special pride to the manner 
of conducting the work of last year, and trust it may be 
continued with a small appropriation which will be ample 
to do all that will be required. 

CITY OFFICERS. 

The duties of City Officers have not been lessened on 
account of the war, but on the contrary they have been 
increased to such an extent as to make their labors unusu- 
ally arduous. I desire upon this occasion to make public 
acknowledgment to them of my appreciation of their val- 
uable co-operation, and to express to you my opinion that 
the reward for duties well done should be a continuance 
in office. Such an amount of writing is now required in 
the Mayor’s Office, that some temporary clerical assistance 
is absolutely needed ; documents, reports and records of 
different matters should be put in such condition as to 
make them accessible in the future. 
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Gentlemen of tije City Council : 

I have deemed it necessary to thus briefly review such 
events and actions of the past municipal year as will en- 
able you the better to judge of the duties and wants of 
that upon which we are now entering. I have refrained 
from suggesting any important changes or undertakings 
which would demand a great outlay of money. Many 
matters requiring your action may arise which now are 
unexpected, but I rely upon your desire to act always for 
the good of the city and with that promptness which the 
importance of the occasion may demand. In conclusion, 
gentlemen, I trust that we shall all live up to the require- 
ments of the oath we have taken, and when we surrender 
to our successors the trusts now confided to our keeping, 
the record that we shall leave will contain nothing of 
which to be ashamed.

And the members of the Board of Aldermen, and of the Common Council, 
who shall constitute the Joint Standing Committees, shall, be chosen or 
appointed by their respective Board! Each of said Committees, except 
the Committee on Military Affairs, which shall be composed of the Mayor, 
two Aldermen and six members of the Common Council, one from each 
ward, shall consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council, except wh£n it is otherwise ordered. 
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2. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall be termed Ordinances ; 
and the enacting style, which shall be but onec recited in each Ordinance, 
shall be, “ lie it ordained by the City Couneil of the City of Lowell, as 
follows.” , 

In all votes in whieh cither or both branches of the City Couneil 
express anything by way of command , the form of expression shall be 
“ Ordered ” (except only in the case of Ordinances) ; and whenever either 
branch or both branches express opinions, principles, facts or purposes, 
the form of expression shall be, “Resolved.” Provided, however, that 
the appropriation of money to any amount exceeding fifty dollars shall be 
by Resolution. 

4. Eaeli Board shall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
Ordinance, Joint Resolution or Order shall be founded ; and all papers 
on their passage between the two Boards shall be under the signature of 
their respective Clerks, cxeept Ordinances and Joint Resolutions in their 
last stage, which shall be signed by the presiding officers. 

5. The titles to all Ordinances and Joint Resolutions shall be prefixed 
upon their introduction. 

0. Every Ordinance shall have as many readings in each Board as the 
rules of sueh Board require, after whieh the question shall be on passing 
the same to be enrolled ; and when the same shall have passed to be 
enrolled, it shall be sent to the other Board for eoneurrence : and when 
such Ordinance shall have so passed to be enrolled in eaeli Board, the 
same shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and examined 
by a Committee of that Board ; and on being found by said Committee to. 
be eorrcctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Common Couneil, 
when the question shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when 
said Ordinance shall have so passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by 
the President of the Common Council, and sent to the other Board, where 
a like examination shall be made by a Committee of that Board, and if 
found corrcetly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Board, and the 
question shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and wheu the same 
shall have passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the Mayor. 

7. Every Joint Resolution shall have as many readings in each Board 
as the rules of such Board require ; after which the question shall be on 
passing the same; and when the same shall have passed, it shall be sent 
to the other Board for concurrence : and when sneli Resolution shall have 
so passed in each Board, the same shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the 
Common Couneil. and examined by a Committee of that Board ; and on 
being found by said Committee to be correctly enrolled, without further 
reading or question, shall be signed by the President of the Common 


Council, and sent to the other Board, when a like examination shall he 
made hy a Committee, and, if found to he correctly enrolled, shall he 
signed hy the Mayor. 

S. All enrolled Ordinances shall he written in a fair and compact 
hand, without interlineations; and no enrolled Ordinance or ltcsolution 
shall he amended. 

9. "When either Board shall not concur with the other in any Ordi- 
nance or Besolution sent from such other, notice of such noii-coucurrcncc 
shall he given hy written message. 

10. In every ease of disagreement on any matter requiring the joint 
action of the two Boards, if either Board shall request a conference, and 
appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other Board shall also appoint 
a Committee to confer, such Committees shall meet at a time agreed upon 
hy the Chairmen, and state to each other, either verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons of the respective Boards for or against the 
proposed action, confer freely thereon, and report to their respective 
branches. 

11. All messages between the two Boards shall be reduced to writing 
hy the respective Clerks, and may he transmitted hy the Messenger. 

12. It shall he the duty of every Joint Committee (the Committee on 
Streets excepted) to whom any subject may he specially referred, to report 
thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

13. The Mayor shall he, ex-officio, Chairman of any Joint Special 
Committee of which he is a member. 

IT. In all Joint Standing Committees, except that on Finance, the 
member first named in the Board of Aldermen, shall be Chairman ; of 
the Committee on Finance, the member first named in the Common Coun- 
cil shall be Chairman; and in all Joint Special Committees of which the 
Mayor is not a member, the member first named in the Board where 
the business originates, shall be Chairman, and shall call the Committee 
together. 

15. The reports of all Committees, signed b c y a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the Board in which the business referred 
originated. 

16. No Committee shall act by separate consultation, and no report 
shall be received unless agreed to in Committee actually assembled. 

17. No Committee shall enter into any contract with, or purchase, or 
authorize the purchase of, any article, of any of its members. 

18. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit or approve any bill 
or account against the City, for any supplies or services which shall not 
have been ordered or authorized by the Committee. 
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10. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Council, shall 
Ijc written in a fair hand, without endorsement, except in ease of the 
introduction of an order. In such case, the member introducing an order 
shall subscribe bis name at the bottom of the baek of the order. All 
other endorsements upon the back of papers shall be made by the Clerks, 
and the Clerks of the Boards respectively shall, on seasonable notice, 
make copies of any papers to be reported by Committees, at the request 
Of the respective Chairmen thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in convention, 
except such, as shall have been previously agreed on, unless by unanimous 
consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no subse- 
quent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless provision for 
the same shall be made by a specific transfer from some of the appropria- 
tions contained in the annual resolution, or by expressly creating therefor 
a City debt ; but no such debt shall be created unless the resolution 
authorizing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the 
whole number of each branch of the City Council voting by yea and nay. 

22. In balloting for officers of the City in Convention of the two 
Boards, blanks shall not be counted. 

23. Either Board may propose to the other for its coneurrenee a time 
to which both Boards will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without 
giving riotiee to the othor Board through the Messenger or otherwise; 


IIULES AND 0 It D EllS 


OF THE 

BOARD OF ALDERMEN, 


First — The order of business shall he as follows : 

1. The journal of the previous meeting shall he read. 

2. Petitions shall next be called for, and be disposed of, by reference 
or otherwise. 

3. Such nominations, appointments and elections, as may be in order, 
shall be considered and disposed of. 

4. The orders of the day shall be taken up ; meaning by the orders of 
the day, the business remaining unfinished at the previous meeting, and 
such communications as may have been subsequently sent up from the 
Common Council. 

5. New business may be introduced by any member of the Board. 

Second — Every Bill or Ordinance shall pass through the following 
stages before it shall be considered as having received the final action of 
this Board, viz t-first reading, second reading, passage to be enrolled, 
passage to be ordained ; and every Joint Eesolution shall have two several 
readings before the question shall be taken on its final passage. 

Third — A Bill or Ordinance may be rejected at either stage in its pro- 
gress, but may not pass through all its stages in one day. 

Fourth — Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Bills in Second Beading, 

A Committee on Enrollment, 

A Committee on Licenses, 
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A Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Toliee and Police Stations, 

A Committee on liepairs of Streets, 

A Committee on Setting Trees, 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

Fifth — Xo member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by a call 
to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be any con- 
versation among the members while a paper is being read, or a question 
stated from the Chair. 

Sixth— A motion for the re- consideration of a vote shall be open to 
debate, but sueh motion shall not be considered unless made by a member 
voting with the majority, or unless notiee thereof be given at the meeting 
at whieh the vote passed, in which case the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ,* and only one motion for the re-eonsideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

Seventh — When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise 
in his plaee and respectfully address the presiding officer ; shall eonfine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

Eighth — The above rules and order of business shall be observed in all 
cases, unless suspended by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, 
for a specific purpose.

COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the eh air precisely at the hour appointed 
for the meeting ; call the members to order, and within ten minutes (or 
sooner, if a quorum be present) he shall cause the roll to be ealled, and 
the names of the absentees recorded. Before proceeding to business, he 
shall eause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read. In the 
absenee of the President, the oldest member present shall call the Council 
to order, and preside until a President pro tempore be ehosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points of order 
in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose, and 
shall deeide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Council by any 
member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, or to put a 
question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall deelare all votes ; but, if a vote be doubted, the President 
shall, without further debate, require the members voting in the affirmative 
and negative to rise and stand until they are counted, and he shall declare 
the result. 

5. He may eall any member to the eh air, but such substitution shall 
not extend beyond an adjournment ; and, when out of the chair, the 
President may express his opinion on any subject under debate, and he 
shall not resume the ehair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature ; exeept that 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest time 
shall be first put. 
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7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed of by 
a vote of the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a deeision or 
amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order ; that, and the motion 
to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

i). The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the main 
question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when demanded by a 
majority of the members present ; and, until it is deeided, shall preclude 
all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, upon the request 
of one-third of the members present. 

1 1. AVhen two or more members happen to rise at the same time, the 
President shall name the member who is to speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully address 
the presiding offieer, eonfining himself to the question under debate, and 
avoiding personality. 

13. Xo member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, but may 
be described by the place he sits in, or sueh other designation as may be 
intelligible and respeetful. 

14. Xo member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but by a 
eall to order, or to correct a mistake. If any member, in speaking or 
otherwise, transgress the rules of the Couneil, the President shall, or any 
member may eall him to order ; in which ease, the member so called to 
order shall immediately sit down, until the question of order is decided. 
If the deeision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proeeed ; if otherwise, he shall not proeeed without leave of the 
Couneil. 

15. Xo member shall speak more than twiee to the same question, 
without obtaining leave of the Couneil. 

1G. ^Whilst the President, or any other member is speaking, none shall 
stand up, or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or any 
member require it. 

18. TVhen a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a 
certain day, to eommit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in which the} 7 are 
arranged ; and no motion to postpone or eommit shall be allowed twice in 
the same day in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

10. A motion for the re-eonsideration of a vote shall be open to debate, 
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but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a member voting 
with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given at the meeting at 
which the vote passed; in which case the motion shall bo made at the next 
meeting after ; and only one motion for the re-consideration of any vote 
shall be permitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question is put 
shall give his vote unless the Council, for special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of an amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or re-committed at tbe 
pleasure of the Couneil. 

23. The division of a question may he called for when the sense will 
admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is ealled for and objected to, it shall 
be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Couneil shall be suspended, unless 
three-fourths of the members present eonsent thereto ; nor shall any rule 
or order he repealed or amended, without one day’s notice being given 
of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole Council eoncur 
therein. 

2G. All Committees, exeept sueh as the Council determine to select by 
ballot, shall be nominated, by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two Committees 
at the same time, or be Chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers, addressed to the Council, shall he 
presented to the President, or by a member in his plaee, who shall explain 
the subjeet thereof, and they shall he taken up in the order in which they 
were presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direet. 

29. Standing Committees shall be appointed on the following subjects ; 

On Bills in Seeond Beading, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Returns, , 

On Internal Health. 

30. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council, without 
speeial leave, exeept the Committee on the Seeond Beading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The Buies of proceeding in the Couneil shall he observed in the 
Committee of the Whole, so far as they arc applicable, except the rule 
limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a Committee is nominated by the Chair, the person first 
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named shall be Chairman. In elections of Committees by ballot, when a 
Chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the highest number 
of votes shall aet as Chairman, and, in case of an equality in votes between 
two or more members of a Committee, the members thereof shall choose a 
Chairman. 

33. All Ordinances and Resolutions shall have two several readings 
before they shall be finally passed by this Couneil. 

34. All Ordinances before being read a seeoncl time, shall be referred 
to the Committee on the Seeond Reading of Rills and Ordinances, and 
after being reported upon by said Committee, shall be again read, after 
whieh seeond reading, the question shall be on passing the same to be 
enrolled. 

35. No Ordinance or Resolution imposing penalties, or authorizing the 
expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading on the same day. 

3G. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered and deter- 
mined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by permission 
of the President. 

37. All Committees of the Council shall eonsist of three members, 
unless a different number be speeially ordered. And no report shall be 
received from any Committee, unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every Committee of the Couneil, to whom 
any subject may be speeially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, 
or ask for further time. 

39. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and proceedings 
of the Council, entering thereon all aeeepted Resolutions; shall notiee 
reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the Board, only by 
their titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be ehosen by written ballots, and blanks 
shall not be eounted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its 
Committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Couneil shall keep the reeord of Com- 
mittees who may require that serviee ; and on the appointment of every 
Standing Committee a book for reeords shall be provided by its Chairman, 
or by said Clerk. The Clerk shall have the custody of all minutes by 
him kept ; and the reeords of the several Committees shall be open to the 
inspection of the members of the City Council.

Evolution Establishing tiie Salaries of the Officers of the City 
of Lovtell, for tiie year 1SG4— j. . 


Resolved by the Mayor , Aldermen , and Common Council of the City of 
Lowell, in City Council assembled, as folloics : 


The Salaries of the several City Officers, for the year beginning on the 
first Monday of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, 
shall be as herein mentioned ; to be paid quarterly, unless herein other- 
vise ordered. 

Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be at the rate of thirteen 
hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the City Clerh shall be at the rate of twelve 
hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall account for all fees for record- 
ing mortgages of personal property, and for all other sums of money 
received in his official capacity. 

Sect. 3. The salary of the City Treasurer shall be at the rate of 
twelve hundred and fifty dollars per annum, for performing the duties of 
City Treasurer and Collector of Taxes; and he shall account for all fees, 
moneys and commissious which he shall receive in said capacity. 

Sect. 4. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be at the rate 
of seven hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall account for all sums 
of money received by him in said capacity. 


Sect. 5. The salary of the City Solicitor shall he at the rate of nine 
hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall account for all sums of money 
received by him in said capacity. 

Sect. G. The salary of the Civil Engineer shall be at the rate of six 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 7. The salary of the City Physician and Superintendent of 
Burials shall be at the rate of four hundred dollars per annum ; and he 
shall furnish all medicines used by him in performing the duties of said 
office. 

Sect. 8 . The salary of the Librarian of the City Library shall be at 
the rate of seven hundred dollars per annum ; which shall be in full for 
his services and those of an assistant. 

Sect. 0. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Council shall be at 
the rate of two hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the Messenger of the City Council shall be 
at the rate of seven hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 11. The salary of the Measurer of Wood and Bark shall be at 
the rate of four hundred dollars per annum ; he shall account for all fees 
received by him in his official capacity, and shall pay the same into the 
Treasury monthly. 


POLICE. 

Sect. 12. The salary of the City Marshal shall be at the rate of 
twelve hundred and fifty dollars per annum ; and he is to furnish a horse 
and carriage for the use of the Marshal and his Deputy. 

Sect. 13. The compensation of the Deputy Marshal and Captain of 
the Night Watch shall be at the rate of two dollars per da} r each, payable 
monthly. 

The compensation of the regular Day Police shall be at the rate of one 
dollar and seventy-five cents per day, payable monthly. 


The compensation of the Night Police and all other Police Officers shall 
he at the rate of one dollar and seventy-five cents per day, payable 
monthly. 

Sect. 14. Poliee Officers aeting as Tythingmen, shall reeeive no extra 
compensation therefor. All fees received by the Officers mentioned in the 
two preceding Sections for attendance as witnesses, or for any other ser- 
vice, in an official capacity, shall be paid by the Offieer receiving the same, 
to the City Treasurer. Provided, however , that said Officers need not 
aeeount for any witness fees for attendance before the Supreme Judicial 
or the Superior Courts as witnesses. 

Sect. 15. There shall be paid the Standing Justice of the Police 
Court of Loioell the sum of one hundred dollars per annum for receiving 
eomplaints, issuing warrants and trying eases under the forty-second 
Chapter of the General Statutes. 


SUPERINTENDENTS AND INSPECTORS. 

Sect. 16. The salary of the Superintendent of Streets shall be at the 
rate of one thousand dollars per annum. 

Sect. 17. The salary of the Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
be at the rate of twelve hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 18. The salary of the Superintendent of Public Buildings shall 
be at the rate of seven hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 19. The salary of the Superintendent of City Scales shall be 
sixty per eentum of the fees received by him per annum ; and he shall 
settle with the Treasurer monthly. The Mayor and Aldermen shall fix 
the salary of said Superintendent when he and the Measurer of Mood 
and Bark are one and the same person, at the rate of two hundred dollars 
per annum, in whieh ease he shall aeeount for all fees received by him in 
an official eapaeity, and shall pay the same into the Treasury monthly. 

Sect. 20. The salary of the Inspector of Milk shall be at the rate of 
twenty-five dollars per annum. 


ASSESSORS’ DE P A 11 T M E N T . 

Sect. 21. The salary of the Chairman of the Board of Assessors 
shall be at the rate of five hundred dollars per annum. 

The salary of the other Assessors shall be at the rate of four hundred 
dollars per annum ; and they shall distribute the tax bills. 

There shall be allowed this department the sum of one hundred and 
fifty dollars to be paid for Clerk hire. 


EIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The salaries of the several offieers in the Eire Department for the year 
beginning May first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, shall be 
as herein mentioned, to be paid semi-annually in the months of November 
and May. 

Sect. 22. The salary of the Chief Engineer shall be at the rate of 
three hundred dollars per annum. 

That of the Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of fifty dollars per 
annum. 

The Secretary of the Board of Engineers , who shall be a member of 
the Board, shall reeeive twenty-five dollars additional, which shall be in 
full payment for all the services which may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, the Chief Engineer, and the Board of Engineers. 

The Foremen and Clerks of the respective Hand Engines, Hand Hose 
and Hook and Ladder Companies, and Steam Eire Engine Companies, 
shall be at the rate of forty-five dollars eaeh per annum. 

The a Stewards of Hand Engine Companies shall be at the rate of 
seventy-five dollars eaeh per annum ; 

The Stewards of the Hook and Ladder Companies, shall be at the rate 
of sixty-five dollars eaeh per annum : 


And tlic Steivards of Hydrant Companies, shall be at the rate of 
eighty-live dollars per annum. 

Said Stewards shall be members of the Companies for which they act, 
and said suras shall be in full payment for all their services as Stewards 
and members of Companies. 

All other members of Companies shall be at the rate of thirty-live 
dollars each per annum. 

Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall be at the rate of three hundred 
dollars per annum ; 

Assistant Engineers , shall be at the rate of one hundred dollars per 
annum ; 


Firemen of Steam Fire Engines , who shall perform all the duties of 
Stewards , shall be at the rate of one hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 


Sect. 23. Whenever any person in the employment of the City shall 
demand payment for his salary, or any part thereof, it shall be the duty 
of the Auditor and City Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and all sums 
of money due from such officer to the City.

REPORT. 


Another year of school labor having lei urinated, it becomes 
our duty, briefly, to review its history, and to relate whatever 
of interest it may have produced. It is, also, an appropriate 
time to offer such thoughts, regarding the future, as are sug- 
gested by the lessons and experiences of the past. The re- 
lation which we sustain to the people, as the guardians of 
their schools, demand this at our hands. Standing, as we do, 
upon the threshold of a new year, it becomes us, first of all, 
to express our devout and grateful acknowledgments to a 
merciful Providence, that no desolating sickness has swept 
through our schools, decimating their ranks, but that, on the 
other hand, an unusual measure of health has been vouch- 
safed to the youth of our city. 

We have passed through another year of devastating war. 
yet amid all its alarms and excitements and inquietudes there 
has happily not been the slightest abatement of interest in 
the welfare and progress of our schools. We still look to 
them, with renewed and even increased earnestness and hope, 
as the sure nurseries of. the future men and women, who are, 
under God, to do their part in shaping the destinies of the 
country. We see those before us, who have soon got to 
meet the exigencies of the coming time. It is our earnest 
desire and prayer, that they may do it bravely and manfully, 
and by their votes, their influence and their example aid in

perpetuating our glorious temple of liberty. Tlie lessons 
of the hour are forcing with unwonted power, upon all 
thoughtful minds, a conviction of the infinite importance of 
training up our youth to revere and defend the Government, 
which throws its protection over them, and to loathe and 
abhor sedition and rebellion. While we look to parental 
instruction, to the pulpit, and especially to the Sunday school, 
to train our children in the ways of religion and piety, our 
day schools should, assuredly, be the nurseries of good 
morals and a lofty patriotism. Our very school books, 
though the silent, are, nevertheless, the busiest educators 
anions: us. Who will not remember, to his dying- hour, the 
lessons he so often read over and over again in his school 
days ? The impressions made in those early years will follow 
the man through life. Of what momentous importance it is, 
then, that they be right impressions, since confessedly they 
are so enduring. Let our reading books be filled with the 
most attractive lessons of the best writers of the purest days 
of the republic. When the boy comes forward to declaim 
before the school, let him utter the words that have fallen 
from the lips of some of the noble patriots of the country. 
It will tend to fill his own soul with the snblimest 
thoughts, and not be lost upon those who hear him. Love 
of country is one of the chiefest of virtues. Be it the 
constant habit of our teachers, in all possible wavs, and on 
all proper occasions, to impress lessons of patriotism upon 
their pupils — to enjoin upon them respect for law. and for 
those in authority -over them. We trust we shall not be 
considered as travelling out of the line of our duty in these 
remarks. The state of the times, we believe, justifies, nay 
demands them. 

Public school instruction should not be limited merely to 
te*u:liing the rudiments of learning, and that teacher, who 
so belittles and dwarfs it. lamentably fails to apprehend the 
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extent of his responsibilities, and is but poorly qualified to 
fulfill his high and honorable mission. Xo. the term school 
instruction has a broader significance. The manners, the 
morals and the affections of the pupil are all seduousl y to be 
cultivated, while the mind is being stored with useful knowl- 
edge. It is mainly during school life, that those elements 
of character are first discerned, that find their culmination 
in the mature man and woman. What an interesting and 
important part of the duty of the conscientious teacher to 
watch this gradual development, and rightly to control and 
direct it His very position is one of commanding influ- 
ence, and if he fail to use it discreetly, he commits an irre- 
parable wrong. 


NUMBER OF CHILDREN BETWEEN FIVE AND FIFTEEN YEARS. 


While many of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth 
have apparently suffered little from the war, in their business 
interests, and some, even, have seemed to enjoy an unwonted 
degree of prosperity, Lowell has faltered, temporarily at 
least, under the weighty blow upon her industry. The 
complete cessation, for so long a time, of the cotton manu- 
facture, has driven many of our people elsewhere for em- 
ployment, and though the exodus has been in a large pro- 
portion of single persons, many families, with children, have 
also gone. Under this state of things the question early 
arose, whether the corps of teachers might not be lessened 
somewhat, without serious injury to the schools. This dis- 
cussion resulted in action that will be noted in another 
place. 
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The following presents a view of the comparative number 
of children in the city, between the ages of live and fifteen 
years for the last three years:

This statement is based upon the returns of the Assessors 
of the number of children in the city between five and fif- 
1 jen years of age on the first of May last. A census taken 
at the present time would hardly afford so favorable a view 
of the case. Probably, within no preceding six months has 
the emigration been larger than during the last. 


EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN IN THE MILLS. 


By referring to the School Committee's Report of last 
year, there will be found a brief discussion, touching the first 
section of chapter forty-second of the General Statutes, rela- 
ting to the employment of children in the mills, under fifteen 
years of age, who have resided in the State for the term of 
six months, prohibiting such employment, unless within 
twelve months next preceding, they have attended some 
public or private day school, under teachers approved by the 


Committee, at least one term of eleven weeks. In like man- 
ner, children under twelve years; must have attended for the 
term of eighteen weeks. The great object and intent of the 
law the Committee regarded, as every reasonable man must, 
to be. in the highest degree, humane. It intends that no son 
or daughter of the Commonwealth shall be brought up in 
ignorance. It rightly steps in between the avarice and cu- 
pidity of the employer or the parent, and the health and 
intellect of the child, and insists that the one shall not be 
sacrificed, and the other imbruted. Conceding the eminent 
humanity of the law, and, last of all things, desiring to de- 
feat or jeopardize its benevolent aims, it was, nevertheless, 
thought by the Committee that the ends might be obtained 
in another way, to wit., by requiring that children of this 
description should have a certain given amount of elementary 
knowledge, such as to be able to read correctly, work prob- 
lems in the ground rules of arithmetic, and write their names, 
in lieu of a prescribed term of schooling. It was with this 
intent a petition was sent to the Legislature, and after a 
hearing before a joint committee of that body, the petitioners 
had leave to withdraw. 


SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


The Committee beg leave to refer to their last year’s report 
fora statement of the reasons for reducing the salaries of 
our teachers. It was with extreme reluctance they ap- 
proached the measure, and not without much misgiving, on 
the part of some, at least, as to its justice or expediency. 
In view of the distracted state of the country, and the enor* 
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minis expenditures involved, and the overwhelming taxation 
that was sure to succeed, it was felt that the work of retrench- 
ment must commence, and, inasmuch as the school appropri- 
ation was the largest in amount, that here must first be ap- 
plied the inevitable pruning knife. At the same time, an 
opinion, somehow or other, obtained currency that the prices 
of all the necessaries of living would, in like manner, decline, 
and by some unexplained and inexplicable law of trade, 
exactly adjust themselves to the diminished revenue of 
the teacher. But, as if in mockery of all human wisdom, 
and by one of those remarkable freaks that occasionally baffles 
the foresight of the political economist, prices took an up- 
ward bound, and the equilibrium that was supposed about to 
be established between the pocket and the stomach was sum- 
marily overthrown, greatly to the disadvantage of the latter. 
Under these circumstances, it was deemed but just to revise 
the action of the previous year, and in April, by a vote of 
the Board, the old salaries were substantially restored. 

We cannot regard it as ill-timed or out of place, in this 
connection, to say a word or two upon the subject of salaries 
of teachers, and the general principle that should obtain in 
their adjustment In the first place, everything like extrav- 
agance, in this direction, is to be avoided. The Committee 
are not bound to support their teachers in luxurious living, 
but it is their manifest duty to afford them the means of liv- 
ing economically, and in a style befitting their social position. 
Our male teachers have generally adopted teaching as a 
profession, and, almost without exception, have families to 
maintain and educate. .Now, the situation of the teacher, in 
one important respect, differs from that of other professional 
men. The clergyman, the lawyer and the physician may, 
and many of them do, follow their respective callings to old 
age. But, not so the teacher. His services are not in de- 
mand when he is old. He gives his strength, and the best 
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years of his manhood to his work, and then retires from the 
field, and there are no pensions provided for superannuated 
school masters. lie ought, therefore, to he so paid, that, 
with prudent living, when the period of his retiraey arrives, 
he shall not be harrassed with the apprehension of want. A 
somewhat similar line of thought suggests itself) in respect 
to female teachers. Some of those, to be sure, contract mat- 
rimonial alliances, and are perhaps placed above anxiety for 
the future. But, with regard to others, the case is far different. 
The patient, faithful, hard-worked woman, who wears out in 
the service, becoming prematurely old, should he able to 
withdraw with some substantial.ffuits, as the product of her 
useful labors. 

Admitting all we have said to be true, the practical ques- 
tion next suggests itself, what is a fair, liberal compensation ? 
What amount will enable a teacher to live economically 
as becomes his position in society, and also to lay by a reason- 
able sum year by year? To the solution of this question, 
the best judgment of the Committee must be applied, and, 
of course,, all admit that primary reference must be had to 
the expenses of living. We respectfully commend the sub- 
ject to the early attention of our successors, not doubting but 
that such adjustment of salaries will he made as, in view of 
the cost of all the necessaries of life, will be right and just 
to both parties. 


RESIGNATION AND APPOINTMENT. 

Early in the season, Mr. William G. Wise, a member of 
this Board from Ward 1. having been invited to a field of 
labor in another State, resigned his seat. It was with ex- 
treme regret his colleagues witnessed his retirement, for he 
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was a gentleman of culture, of enlarged and liberal views, 
an ardent friend of our school system, and was ever active 
and zealous in the discharge of his official duties. Mr. J. 
L. Cheney was duly elected to fill the vacancy, and brought 
to our aid no inconsiderable experience, acquired in former 
years of like service. 


NON-RESIDENT SCHOLARS. 


It has been discovered that, to a considerable extent, chil- 
dren have gained admittance to our schools, who have no 
legal right to the privilege, except by permission, and upon 
the payment of tuition. In April, a circular was addressed 
to the several teachers, requiring them to report the names 
of all such to the Committee. Nothing can be more self- 
evident, than that the tax-payers of Lowell should not be 
required to educate the children of non-residents. If a 
person living out of the city, because our schools are better, 
or more permanently maintained, or for any other reason, 
should send a child here for the purpose of partaking of 
these advantages, he, manifestly, ought to pay for them. 
Nevertheless, a matter that, at first sight, appears so per- 
fectly clear and undisputed, is found, practically, to be beset 
with difficulties. There are cases of mixed motives on the 
part of the parents of the child, and there are anomalous 
cases, and doubtful cases, all to be considered and adjudi- 
cated. After a full and free discussion, the matter was re- 
ferred to a select committee of the Board, who gave to it 
much attention, and by analyzing the several classes of cases 
that were presented, reported a basis, on which they should 
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be definitely settled. This will he of great use in the future, 
in determining who are, and who arc not, entitled to ihe 
privileges of our schools. The sum received by the Treas- 
urer the past year, from all the schools, amounted to three 
hundred and ninety-two dollars. The rule of the Ijoaid 
requires advance payment in these cases, and the importance 
of a rigorous adherence to it must he apparent to all. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


At the hazard of repeating what may have teen said 
before, the Committee cannot forbear urging, once more, the 
manifest importance of physical training in the education of 
the young. When first introduced into cur schools, it met, 
on the part of some, with opposition and ridicule. Nor was 
it received, by all the teachers, with that cordiality that so 
beneficent a measure deserved. It had first to encounter a 
hostility, that every new project meets with, because it was 
new. Every departure from the beaten track, by a certain 
class of minds, is sure to be viewed with distrust and alarm. 
The Committee are happy to believe that opposition to these 
physical exercises is fast receding before the light of expe- 
rience. That there remains some lingering objections to the 
system, we are reminded by an occasional request, on the 
part of a parent, that his or her child may be excused from 
the requirement. It might, at first thought, seem a little 
curious, that the reasons ordinarily assigned for the exemp- 
tion, constitute the strongest arguments against granting it. 
We do not say there are no cases where this kind of exer- 
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rise is inadmissible, but we do say the exceptions are very 
rare. The system itself is if allied in conformity with the 
laws of life, the laws that God himself has ordained. We 
are complex beings, and our corporeal or physical part as 
much needs training and exercising, and so to speak, educa- 
ting. as our moral or intellectual part. From this funda- 
mental truth, then, we start in seeking to establish a system, 
that shall recognize this two-fold nature, regarding each as 
a legitimate subject of education. But. it is said that boys, 
ordinarily, get exercise enough, if left to themselves. Grant- 
ing that it may be so, as to amount, we reply that it is not 
of the best kind, or applied in the best manner. The sys- 
tem, that we advocate, is beautifully designed to call all the 
muscles into action by turns, and to strengthen and invig- 
orate the whole body, while it admits of no injurious violence. 
But. in regard to the girls and young misses, of our schools, 
without some such provision as we are considering, they will 
lamentably fail of obtaining either the amount or the kind 
of exercise, essential to the healthy and vigorous develop- 
ment of their growing bodies. We believe that the vital 
statistics of the country will show, that thousands of the 
youth and beauty of the land die. annually, from ignorance 
or neglect of the laws of their physical natures. 

The public mind is happily being awakened to the trans- 
cendent importance of this subject ; and it is to this spread- 
ing conviction, in the community, of the necessity of simul- 
taneouslv educating the mind and the bodv. that first brought 
private military schools into favor, though, doubtless, the 
present disturbed condition of the country lias tended to 
multiply their number. Who, that has ever compared the 
boys of these military schools, with those of like grade in 
ordinary schools, but has been struck with their more erect 
figures, genteel bearing, firmer tread and superior elasticity 
of limb? But, many peace-loving men object to schools of 
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this description, from an apprehension of their fostering a 
lor e of military life, and, at best, their advantages are con- 
fined to one sex. May there not, then, be found some method 
of uniting physical exercise with intellectual studies, not 
open to this or any other objection, and that may be indis- 
criminately applied to both sexes? We profess to have 
found that very desideratum in our system of gymnastics, 
if faithfully applied and honestly and perseveringlv carried 
out. ■ Its success, we grant, depends entirely upon the fidelity 
with which it is practised. The exercises may be so lan- 
guidly conducted, and with so little spirit and energy, as to 
amount to a piece of mere, foolish mockery, and so a lesson 
in reading may be so conducted, as to be equally valueless. 
If the teacher allow his pupil to drawl out his words, and to 
pay no attention whatever to pauses or emphasis, it results 
in the acquiring or confirming a vicious habit, but not in 
teaching him to read. The abuse of a thing is no valid 
argument against its use. Our gymnastic exercises, if car- 
ried out, as they should be, can hardly fail of strengthening 
and invigorating, not the limbs and muscles alone, but the 
entire organism of the body. We are happy to have seen, 
in several of our schools, the most gratifying evidences of 
fidelity in this regard. We trust to be pardoned for dwell- 
ing upon this subject, so much at length. Our convictions 
are too profound and sincere to remain unexpressed. The 
system is fast gaining in public favor, for the fundamental 
principle, upon which it is based, is too apparent not to be 
appreciated by the intelligent educators of the young. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

When we reflect, that much the larger proportion of our 
scholars terminate their schcol lives with the Grammar 
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Schools, we cannot but be forcibly impressed with the im- 
portant and responsible place they hold in our system. If 
circumstances demanded the sacrifice of the High School, 
the blow, however severe, could be borne, but the sacrifice 
of the Grammar Schools would be a wide step towards bar- 
barism. Here, the great majority of our boys are to be 
qualified for the duties of active life, and the girls for the 
stations they are destined to occupy. In the constitution 
of those schools, two errors may be committed — the one, 
allowing too wide a range of studies, giving to the scholar 
a smattering of a great many things — the other, a too severe 
limitation to the simplest elementary branches. The former 
is the graver mistake, and the harder to repair, for to know 
a few things thoroughly is better than a half knowledge of 
many. But, here, as often elsewhere, the truth will be found 
in the middle course. Let the pupil be thoroughly grounded 
in the elements of learning, and then add as much of the 
ornamental, as time and circumstances will admit. In this 
connection, we feel bound to express our belief, that our 
teachers are not unmindful of their great trusts, and are aim- 
ing to discharge them faithfully. 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 

At the commencement of the present year, one Intermedi- 
ate School only remained in the city. By the grading of the 
Mann School, we have got rid of this anomaly in our sys- 
tem. There was a time, doubtless, when this class of schools 
was needed, and that they have done much good in their day 
we cannot doubt, but happily they are no longer required. 
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A FEW WORDS OV CAUTION TO TE\CIIKR$. 


Errors, .apparently trivial, if left unnoticed and unchecked, 
are ever in danger of leading to serious evils. The taking, 
on the part of a primary teacher, any kind of work into her 
school, that she may profitably employ the few minutes of 
recess, though, in itself, a small matter, is in its tendency bad. 
The regular school hours are, by the teachers, to be devoted 
to the school and nothing else. The pupils need a certain 
oversight when enjoying their relaxation, as when engaged 
in study, and besides, if the teacher be occupied with other 
matters, nothing is more likely to happen, than that the 
recess itself be extended beyond its legitimate length. So 
teachers, male or female, who take into their school rooms 
newspapers, or miscellaneous reading, of whatever descrip- 
tion, to employ any leisure moments, commit a serious wrong, 
and it. is no justifiable answer, that they do not permit the 
like to interfere with their duties. The time, whether longer 
or shorter, so employed belongs not to them, but to another 
party, who pays for it. The Committee do not believe that 
delinquencies, in this regard, have been very general or fre- 
quent; nevertheless, a tendency in this direction having been 
observed, in some instances, it is deemed of sufficient moment 
to justify a caution. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL HOUSES. 

From the early days of Lowell, the policy prevailed of 
building spacious edifices, in which large numbers could be 
disposed of in a single room. This was supposed at the time 


to bo the most economical, and upon the whole the best way 
of reaching the end desired, the education of the masses. 
This plan was continued down till rvithin a very few years, 
when the experiment was tried, first upon a single building, 
of dividing each room into four, thus admitting a perfect 
grading of the children, according to their attainments. It 
is needless, at this day, to say the experiment proved a per- 
fect success, and well repaid the cost of the undertaking. 
The fruits of the change were seen in the more rapid ad- 
vancement of the scholars, as well as in the improved dis- 
cipline that prevailed. At the commencement of the present 
year, five of our grammar schools were graded schools, leav- 
ing the Franklin, Mann and Colburn ungraded. Early in 
the season, the Committee recommended to the City Council, 
that these be subjected to the same process. With great 
liberality the Council responded favorably, and provided, 
also, the meams of warming by steam, and ventilating by 
aid of the excellent apparatus of Robinson. The expendi- 
ture was large, but we trust, in the end, will be found well 
applied. The only remaining school that admits of grading 
is the High, to which attention will doubtless be directed 
another year. In this connection we desire most respectfully 
to suggest to the City Council, or its Committee on Lands 
and Buildings, some further attention to the condition of 
several of our school houses. Economy and good taste alike 
demand their being kept in perfect repair. 

Before dismissing this subject, we cannot forbear to remark 
upon the superior advantages steam possesses over hot air 
furnaces, for warming our school houses, on the score both of 
economy and comfort. In some of the houses, warmed in 
the latter inode, it is found often impossible to equalize the 
heat, one room being but a little above the freezing point, 
while another, with a different aspect, will be found almost 
suffocatingly hot. The Committee are aware that some anx- 
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iety has been felt and expressed, by several of our citizens, 
on accountof the supposed danger, connected with this method 
of warming. If these apprehensions were well founded, it 
would indeed be inexcusable to adopt it, and no considera- 
tions whatever, of economy, or comfort even, would justify 
the measure. But we believe the danger to be imaginary ; 
indeed, so safe is it regarded, that this system of warming is 
being extensively introduced into private residences. 


SPELLING. 


In the last annual report of the Committee, the subject 
of spelling was discussed, at some length, and reference made 
to the order of the Board^that it should, in part, be taught 
by writing words. That order, we believe, has been com- 
plied with, and with good results, and it is of prime impor- 
tance that it be adhered to, persistently and systematically, 
and the Committee should see to it that it be not permitted 
to fall into neglect on the part of any teacher. The knowl- 
edge of spelling can only be acquired in youth, when the 
mind is impressible, and if that period be permitted to pass 
without obtaining it, it will be found too late to rectify the 
error. We have seen too much of short coming, in this re- 
gard, even among those, who, by their attainments, in other 
branches, have gained admission to the High School. Our 
schools should aim to make self-reliant spellers, so that when 
a pupil sits down to write a piece of composition, he or she 
should not be obliged to keep a dictionary at the elbow. 
Chirography has been thought of sufficient importance to 
constitute a distinct department, but the most artistic piece 
of writing, if marred by vicious spelling, has ever a vulgar 
appearance. 
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,H I j [Mil! I NTEN DENT OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


During the past year, the City Council has passed an ordi- 
nance, requiring the School Committee to appoint a Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, who shall have the care and su- 
pervision of the schools, under the direction and control of 
the Committee. 

Few subjects, relating to our schools, have caused more 
discussion among the people at large than that of a Super- 
intendent of Schools. When first agitated, a few years 
since, the plan was comparatively new. It was a striking 
innovation upon the time-honored practice of the Common- 
wealth, and hence it is quite natural that it should have been 
regarded with doubt, if not with positive disfavor. We 
allude to it here simply as a part of the legislation of the 
the year, bearing upon the interests of the schools, and 
with no design of discussing its merits. 


DISCONTINUANCE OF SCHOOLS. 

W e have already alluded to the falling oft’, in the numbers 
attending our schools, by the emigration of families from 
the city, consequent upon the stoppage of the mills. In 
November, the subject was taken up in earnest, and after 
ample discussion referred to a select committee. That com- 
mittee, after personally inspecting the schools, submitted an 
elaborate report, herewith appended (see Appendix A). In 
conformity with the recommendations of this report. Prima- 
ries Nos. 6, 22 and 49 were closed, and one teacher taken 
from each of the following Grammar Schools, viz.: Edson, 
Bartlett, Colburn, Moody and Mann. Mrs. Morrill was an 
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elected teacher in the last-named school, but the pupils under 
her charge being little advanced, her room was converted 
into a Primary, designated as No. 22, to fill the place of 
Primary 22 discontinued. These reductions were deemed 
by the committee advisable, on the score of the very consid- 
erable saving of expense to the city, and with the belief that 
no serious injury would accrue to the general interests of 
education. A short time will test the wisdom of the meas- 
ure, and the suspended schools may, any or all, be restored, 
whenever, in the judgment of the Committee, the interests 
of the city demand it. The main source of regret, on ac- 
count of these changes, is the loss, we trust temporary loss, 
of some faithful teachers. We hope the time is not far dis- 
tant, when such will be called into active service. 


RESIGNATION AND APPOINTMENT OF TEACHERS. 

May 30th, Miss Clara A. Manahan, of Primary No. 26, 
resigned her place, which was temporarily filled. In July, 
Miss Mary J. Eastman and Miss Agnes A. Gillis, both as- 
sistants in the High School, declined a re-election, and their 
places were filled with Miss Mary A. Webster, assistant in 
the Edson School, and Miss Eliza T. Braley, assistant in the 
Green School. In August, Miss Alcey Stevens resigned her 
situation in the Varnum School, and Miss Mary A. Dilling- 
ham was elected her successor. Miss Arvilla Eaton was 
also elected an assistant in the Edson School. September 
30th, Miss Hattie Crosby, of Primary No. 25, resigned, and 
the vacancy was filled by Miss Fanny E. Lawson tempo- 
rary. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 

After the regretted resignation of Miss Eastman in July, 
tin* Committee changed somewhat the plan of the female 
department, by having two female assistants of equal grade 
and receiving equal compensation, and placing Mr. Colton in 
charge of the room. This arrangement has now been suffi- 
ciently long in operation to test its advantages, and we feel 
hound to say that it is eminently satisfactory. Tile High 
School is, at present, as it has often heretofore been, in a some- 
what crowded condition. Many of the pupils are not accom- 
modated in the permanent seats of the house. So strong is 
the pressure to gain admission to the school, that it has been 
found somewhat difficult to restrict the number of pupils to 
the proper limits during the first terras of the school year. Xot 
only does this pressure exist on the pait of our own citizens, but 
we think it creditable to the school, showing its reputation 
abroad, that during the last term the amount of tuition re- 
ceived from non-residents, who have sought and enjoyed its 
privileges, exceeds that collected in all the other schools of 
the city. 

It is somewhat remarkable, that, while in Boston, and 
probably in other cities, the teachers of the Grammar Schools 
are found even too anxious to retain their best pupils, as 
ornaments of their schools, in Lowell the teachers seem too 
ambitious to transfer the largest possible number of their 
best scholars to the High School. We believe this to be an 
evil calculated to lower the standard, both of the High and 
Grammar Schools. The Committee and the community 
should rather judge of the comparative merits of our Gram- 
mar Schools, by the proficiency of the actual members of 
these schools, than by the numbers that have, by severe 
pressure, been forced out of these to one of higher grade. 
Tin* Committee have been unwilling to adopt a too rigid 


rule, in regard to admissions to the High School, b}' fixing, 
as is done in some cities, an arbitrary standard for admis- 
sion. whether the seats of the school be filled or not. The 
more liberal policy has been adopted of opening wider, per- 
haps too wide, the doors, and giving whatever privileges the 
school may afford, to the greatest numbers. Constituted as 
our community is, this is perhaps the wisest policy. We 
are convinced, however, that many a pupil has been harmed 
by being allowed to enter upon the severe course of study, 
prescribed in the High School. Too many a man, who is 
sensible enough to perceive that to harness a young animal 
to a heavy load and apply the goad and lash, would be 
downright cruelty and folly, does not hesitate to see the 
same process applied to the tender mind of his own son or 
daughter. We can assure parents, that they gain nothing 
by a too early admission of their children to the High 
School. 

Although the pupils of different sexes often recite to- 
gether in the High School, it is the only one in the city, in 
which they do not sit together, in the same room. Some 
have even demanded a still greater separation, by placing 
them in different buildings, and in different parts of the 
city. The tendency, in other cities, however, seems to be to 
consolidate High Schools for different sexes, rather than to 
increase the number of such schools ; and while in Salem and 
Portland, and perhaps other places, the separate High Schools 
have been united, and while, in our own Grammar Schools, 
no attempt is made to keep the pupils of the different sexes 
in separate buildings, or even separate rooms, we do not re- 
gard it advisable to incur a heavy expense, to make the con- 
stitution of our High School an exception to almost all other 
schools in the State. There are differences of opinion on 
this subject, we are aware, and we abstain from a full dis- 
cussion of it on this occasion. 
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The classical course ol‘ study in this school, although it 
practically secures the reading of only about two-thirds the 
Greek and Latin, prescribed for admission to Harvard Col- 
lege, has been found to meet the actual requirements of 
other colleges, and has been allowed to remain unchanged 
during the year. Should it be extended to a course of five 
years, as in the Cambridge High School, or to one of six 
years, as in the Boston Latin School, the classes in Greek 
and Latin, during the last one or two years, must necessarily 
become so small in numbers, as to render this extension a 
somewhat doubtful experiment. 

In the English course, changes to some extent have been 
made. It seemed to the Committee that the amount of 
mathematical study, heretofore required of the senior class, 
has been too great to allow due attention to other equally 
important branches. In point of fact, for several years, only 
the better mathematicians have succeeded in meeting, in 
this particular, the requirements of the course prescribed. 
In awarding to others their diplomas, a special vote, waiving 
a part of the requirements, has been annually passed. To 
avoid the difficulty in question, trigonometry has been made 
an optional study, and it is hoped this change will allow a 
greater amount of time and study to be devoted to English 
literature, which lias been made a prescribed study, during 
the whole course of three years. Although a practical diffi- 
culty in finding the proper text books, in this important 
branch of study, yet it is believed this action of .the Com- 
mittee will result in securing, for the pupils of this school, a 
more accurate knowledge of their native tongue, and a more 
refined taste in its use both in speaking and writing.* 

The study of Arithmetic and English Grammar has. in 
this school, been assigned to the last year of the course. 

* Since the above was written the Committee have adopted Qnackenbos’ Course of Com- 
position and Rhetoric as a text-book. 


The former practice of pursuing these studies in the first 
year, that is immediately after the pupils had left the 
Grammar Schools, in which they had been the two leading 
branches of study, failed to accomplish the good desired. 
The Principal informs us that it was found to be exceedingly 
difficult to awaken an interest in the pupils’ minds, in studies 
which the pupil seemed to himself to have completed, and 
on which he had passed a successful examination, on his 
admission to the school. On entering the school the pupil 
is now put upon studies not pursued by him before, and is 
allowed to start anew. It is believed he will enter upon his 
labor with greater profit, because with greater alacrity and 
zeal. Indeed, it lias already been proved that the members 
of the senior class enter upon the study of Arithmetic and 
Grammar, not only with a higher appreciation of their value, 
and in a more intelligent and comprehensive manner, but 
with far greater interest and pleasure. The path, which 
once they blindly trod, relying upon the hand of another, it 
delights them now to tread anew with firm and self-reliant 
step. The truths, which once seemed wrapped in mystery, 
and only to be taken on trust, are now actually and clearly 
comprehended.. We cannot resist the conviction, that our 
modem improved modes of education are depriving far too 
large apportion of our youth of the profit and pleasure of a 
clear appreciation of the subjects, on which their text-hooks 
treat, by depriving them of the opportunity of investigating 
these subjects at an age at which their mental maturity best 
fits them to do it. 

We know of no other High School in the country, nor is 
there any other school of any grade in our own city, in 
which so large a number of pupils is placed under the gov- 
ernment of a single teacher. It has become a question, 
whether the labor of governing the pupils ought not, as iu 
our Grammar Schools, to be more equally distributed among 


t.lie various teachers of the school. The High School house 
needs to he remodelled and repaired, and, as we have already 
suggested, may very proper!}' claim the attention of the 
Committee and the City Council another year. Not only 
the convenience, but the health of both teachers and pupils 
demands the enlargement of the contracted recitation rooms 
throughout the building.

APPENDIX A. 


To the School Committee op the City of Lowell: 

The Special Committee, appointed to consider the expediency of closing 
some of the schools of the city, with a view of diminishing the expenses 
of same, report, that presuming the order under which they act to have 
been adopted under the belief that the decrease in the population of the 
city, (variously estimated at from five thousand to ten thousand,) must 
necessarily be attended with some diminution of the number of scholars 
in our public schools, they considered it to be their first duty to ascertain 
the number of scholars now actually belonging to each school, and the 
average attendance in same, and by comparing those figures with the 
average number belonging to, and the average number attending the schools 
in previous years, find the actual decrease in the number of scholars in 
the whole city. 

The Committee therefore visited each school in the city, and learned 
what each teacher claimed to be the number of scholars belonging to the 
school, and by observation ascertained the number of scholars then in attend- 
ance. As there was on that day nothing occurring the city to cause any 
extraordinary absence, but on the contrary, all things concurred to make 
it a time when there could hardly be an excuse for abseuce, the Committee 
assume the number then present to be the average attendance upon each 
school at the present time. 

The Committee append hereto a table showing the number belonging to 
and attending our several Grammar and Primary Schools at the present 
time, as ascertained by them. 


The Committee find, by a reference to the reports of the School Commit- 
tees of the years 1861 and 1862, and by the annexed table, the number of 
scholars belonging to and attending our schools to be as follows :

It thus appears that there are now belonging to our schools 599 less 
than the average number belonging in 1861, and 327 less than the average 
number belonging in 1862; and that the present number attending our 
schools is 472 less than the average attendance in 1861, and 348 less than 
the average attendance in 1862. A mean between the number belonging 
and attending makes a decrease of 536 since 1861, and 338 since 1S62. 

We find the number of teachers to have been 96 in 1861, 93 in 1862, 
and at the present time to be 92. 

Your Committee find that there has been a constant decrease of scholars 
since the year 1861, that many families have left the city, taking their 
children from our schools, even since the commencement of the present 
term, and they fear a continuous diminution of the number of scholars 
in our city throughout the coming year, and perhaps for a longer period. 
It is for the full Board to decide whether or not there should be a reduc- 
tion in the number of teachers corresponding to the decrease in the num- 
ber of scholars, and teachers employed only in accordance with the actual 
wants of the city. It is the duty of this Committee to state what can be 
done in the premises to accomplish the object referred to them, and to 
recommend accordingly. To decide this, it is desirable to ascertain what 
is a proper number of scholars for each school, and to see how many schools 
approximate that standard. 

Our Primary Schools are generally supplied with sixty or more seats. 
Our Grammar Schools are now all divided into eight rooms, and each room 
is supplied with sixty seats, except the principal’s room, which has eighty- 


one seats. Each teacher is expected to be able to teach sixty pupils, and 
generally to have that number belonging to his school, or at least to have 
an average attendance of fifty pupils. He can then have a chance to 
make a fair return for the salary paid him. The principal and his assist- 
ant should have eighty-one scholars, in order to have their share of the 
labors of the school and do justice to the city. This number is but about 
one-third larger than the other rooms, but as the principal’s duty extends to 
every room, and his time and supervision should be distributed over the 
whole school, and not confined to the first room — he can not well instruct 
a much larger number. If a principal neglects this duty, or allows his room 
to continue below that number, or if the number of scholars in the other 
rooms of his school, or in the Primary Schools, from any cause falls much 
below the number above stated, and may continue so reduced, we think it 
to be the duty of the Board to make some reduction of the number of the 
teachers of the school, cither by taking the assistant from the principal’s 
room, or by closing some of the school rooms as unnccessaiy and superflu- 
ous for the present time. 

In ascertaining the number of scholars in any school, the average num- 
ber belonging and the average attendance arc both given. Neither alone 
is perhaps a fair test of the number of any school. The average belong- 
ing may be much larger than the attendance on any single occasion, and 
the average attendance, if taken for a short time, might fall greatly below 
the number that may be said to actually belong, as many m$y be absent 
for a long time, and yet belong to the school. A mean between the two 
would perhaps be a fairer test than cither alone in finding the true num- 
ber of any school. The average to each teacher in the Grammar and 
Primary Schools in the year 1861, was fifty-six belonging and forty-seven 
attending. Eor the year 1862, the average was fifty-five belonging and 
forty-seven attending. Now the average is fifty-two belonging and forty- 
four attending. • / 

The Committee are of the opinion that any reduction of the number of 
teachers should be so made as to equalize the number of scholars among 
the several teachers as nearly as practicable. They arc also of opinion 
that where there are but three or four rooms in any Grammar School, 
there is not the necessity for an assistant in the principal’s room, that there 
is in a school occupying the whole or most of the building. The most if 
not all the scholars being upon the same floor of the building, the whole 
are easily kept under the care of the principal, and there is no occasion 
for the principal to spend much time out of his own room. He therefore 
can take under his sole superintendence, without an assistant, nearly his 
proportion of the whole school. In the Grammar Schools, where it is 
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deemed advisable to continue the principal's assistant, the principal’s room 
should have eighty-one scholars, and as many more rooms should be kept 
open as there are scholars to fill them. 

The number of scholars belonging to the Colburn School is one hundred 
and sixty- three, and the number attending is one hundred and forty-one, 
with four teachers; being an average to each teacher of forty-one belong- 
ing and thirty-five attending. The Committee find that if one assistant is dis- 
pensed with in this school, the remaining three teachers will have fifty- 
four scholars belonging and forty-seven attending. They therefore recom- 
mend that the assistant be taken from the principal’s room, two assistants 
occupy the rooms on the opposite side of the entry, and that the services 
of one of the assistant teaehers be dispensed with. 

The average number of scholars belonging to the Mann School is one 
hundred and eighty-six, and the number attending is one hundred and 
forty-four, with four teachers ; averaging to each teacher forty-six scholars 
belonging and thirty-six attending. The Committee find if one of the 
assistant teachers is dispensed with, the remaining three teachers will 
have sixty-two scholars belonging and forty-eight attending. They there- 
fore recommend that the same changes be made in this school as in the 
Colburn School. 

The average number of scholars belonging to the Moody School is three 
hundred and two, and attending is two hundred and sixty-one, with seven 
teachers ; averaging to each teacher forty-three belonging and thirty-seven 
attending. The Committee find that if one teacher is dispensed with, and 
eighty-one scholars allowed to the principal and his assistant, the remain- 
ing four assistants will have fifty-five scholars belonging and forty-five 
attending. They therefore recommend that one room in this school be 
closed. 

The average number of scholars belonging to the Edson School is three 
hundred and ninety-two, and the number attending three hundred and 
eighteen, with eight teachers; averaging to each teacher forty-nine belong- 
ing and forty-one attending. The Committee find that if one teacher is 
dispensed with, and eighty-one scholars allowed to the principal and his 
assistant, the remaining five assistants will have sixty -two scholars belong- 
ing and forty-seven attending. They therefore recommend that one of the 
rooms in this school be closed. 

The average number belonging to the Bartlett School is three hundred 
and eighty-eight, and the number attending is three hundred and thirty- 
six. with eight teachers ; averaging to each teacher forty-eight belonging 
and forty-two attending. The Committee find that if one teacher is dis- 
pensed with, and eighty-one scholars allowed to the principal and his assist- 
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ant, the remaining five assistants will have sixty-one scholars belonging 
and fifty-one attending. They therefore reeommend that one of the rooms 
in this school be closed. 

The average number of scholars belonging to the Green School is two 
hundred and forty-one, and the number attending is two hundred and ten, 
with five teaeliers; averaging to caeh teacher forty-eight belonging and 
foity-two attending. The Committee find that if one teaeher is dispensed 
with, the remaining four teaehers will have sixty scholars belonging and 
fifty-three attending. This school being, in numbers of scholars and 
teaehers, between the Colburn and Moody Schools, the eourse reeommended 
in either of these sehools might be adopted in this sehool. If the princi- 
pal’s assistant is dispensed with, and the scholars are divided about equally 
among the four teaehers in four different rooms, those rooms will eaeh have 
about fifty-six scholars. If the principal retains his assistant, taking 
eighty-one scholars into his room, and one of the other rooms is elosed, it 
may be neeessary to send a few scholars to some other sehool. The Com- 
mittee therefore reeommend that one of the assistant teaehers in this sehool 
be dispensed with. 

The number of scholars belonging to the Franklin Sehool is two hun- 
dred, and the number attending is one hundred and eighty-nine, with four 
teaehers ; averaging to eaeh teaeher fifty belonging and forty-seven at- 
tending. The number belonging to the Varnum School is two hundred 
and five, and the number attending is one hundred and eighty-three, with 
four teaehers ; averaging to eaeh teaeher fifty-one belonging and fort} T -six 
attending. It is not considered praetieable to make any reduction of teach- 
ers in either of these schools at the present time. 

The Committee find four Primary Schools having sixty or more scholars 
attending, sixteen having between fifty and sixty, sixteen having between 
forty and fifty, nine having between thirty and forty, and two having less 
than thirty scholars. Perhaps those sehools having the smallest number 
should be first elosed, but the situation of the sehools might render sueh 
a eourse inexpedient. No. 22, on Adams Streu, and No. 31, on Powell 
Street, are the two smallest sehools in the eity. No. 22 might be elosed, 
as the scholars eould conveniently attend the neighboring schools. 
No. 31 eould not be elosed without ineonvenienee to the scholars, as there 
is no other sehool in the same vicinity. 

No. 6, on Elliott Street, No. 44, on Cross Street, No. 2, on Sehool 
Street, No. 46, on Fourth Street, No. 5, ou Elliott Street, and No. 20, on 
Carter Street, are the next smallest schools at the present time. No. 44, 
on Cross Street, will be increased with scholars from No. 22. and will thus 
be brought to an average school. No. 2, on School Street, is situated sim- 


ilarly to No. 31. No. 46, on Fourth Street, or No. 20, on Carter Street, 
might be closed if the other schools in the vicinity were not so full that 
none can be added to them. No. £> and No. 6 are two of the four sehools 
in the inconvenient and ill-shaped building at the corner of Elliott and 
Middlesex Streets. This house was originally built and has only yard room 
enough for two schools, but the building has been enlarged until four 
sehools are now kept on the same premises. It is believed that if one of 
these rooms were closed, the scholars now attending the same might be 
easily aeeommodated in the other three rooms, or in the schools near Gor- 
ham Street. No. 49, on Mill Street, might be closed, as the building is 
very old and unsuitable for a school house, -and the scholars accommoda- 
ted in the several sehools in the vicinity, or instead of No. 49, No. 7, on 
Centre Street, might be closed and the scholars similarly accommodated. 

The Committee therefore recommend that Primary School No. 22, No. 
5 or No. 6, and No. 7 or No. 49, be elosed. 

The closing of the several rooms and schools, as recommended, does not 
necessarily deprive the teachers of service in the schools of the city. 
There are now vacancies in our schools, filled by temporary teachers, which 
might be filled with the teachers whose rooms are closed, if it is deemed 
expedient by the Committee to appoint them to those places. 

In all the estimates in this report, the Intermediate Schools, and the 
school now on the first floor of the Mann Sehool, are classed among the 
Primary Schools. 

It may be expected that this Committee should consider what change 
can be made to reduce the expense of the High School, as well as the other 
schools of the city. The only change that occurs to them as possible, is 
that at some more practicable period, a female teacher might be substituted 
for one of the male teachers, so that there shall be three male and three 
female teaehers, instead of four male and two female teachers in the school. 

The Committee have given much time to the consideration of the matter 
referred to them, and they are aware that any of the proposed changes 
will be a souree of regret and anxiety to the Sub-Committee, as well as 
the teachers whose schools may be affected, and they may not agree with 
us as to the propriety of any particular change that may be reeommended, 
although they may assent that it is our dut}^ to make a reduction of teach- 
ers, approximating the decrease of scholars. Each Sub-Committee, and 
each teacher certainly will, convince himself that there are inherent diffi- 
culties in the way of closing his room, and that injurious consequences 
will follow such an event. But he should consider, that if he attempts to 
apply the reduction to other. schools, he will find that the difliculties w'ill 
there be greatly multiplied, and more serious evils will follow. 


Your Committee have come to the conclusions herein stated, regardless 
of the abilities of the ineumbents in the sehools proposed to be elosed, be- 
lieving that some reduction of the number of our teaehers should be made, 
and that the changes recommended ean be made without any injury to the 
interests of the city, and with less inconvenience than any others. The 
eontinuanee of the present number of teaehers would involve unnecessary 
expense to the eity, and be an unjustifiable act on our part, if not a fail- 
ure of duty. 

Your Committee trust that the Board will give the subject the attention 
it deserves, and if they eannot sustain the whole of the report, they will 
adopt sueh parts of the same as they deem expedient and required by the 
best interests of the eity, or demanded of them as guardians of the publie 
sehools, and responsible for a portion of the expenditures from the treasury 
of the eity. 

Your Committee reeommend that, while this decrease of scholars is so 
rapidly going on, no more permanent teaehers be eleeted by this Board, but 
as vacancies oeeur, such ehanges be made as will render a new appoint- 
ment unnecessary. 

They also recommend the foregoing changes shall take effect at the elose 
of the present term, and where a room in any Grammar Sehool is elosed, the 
Sub-Committee of that school reeommend to the Board whieh teaeher shall 
be removed.

REPORT. 


To the City Council: — 

The Directors of the City Library herewith submit their 
Annual Report. They have not deemed it judicious in any 
marked degree to change the current of usefulness through 
which the institution has been accomplishing much good for 
the past nineteen years. They have tried to guard the sys- 
tem. hitherto in use, from any innovations which would tend 
to impair its efficacy, and that work, light perhaps as it may 
have been, has been all that they in their official position 
could do with safety. 

We have had a better year, more satisfactory in its re- 
sults, than 1862. The Library has had a larger number of 
subscribers in the aggregate, and more new subscribers. A 
larger number of volumes, by five thousand, have been deliv- 
ered to readers, while a smaller number of new books have 
been added to its shelves. The receipts from all sources, 
except the City Treasury, have been larger, the expenditures 
not materially increased, and we have a much larger balance 
undrawn from our appropriation,

The above tables will show that the interests of the 
Library have not been overlooked or forgotten by our citi- 
zens at home, who read from its shelves ; by the City Coun- 
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cil, who have never failed to furnish it material aid ; by 
citizens abroad, who have enriched its alcoves with curiosi- 
ties and valuable works ; nor by public officials, whose duty 
it has become in their official capacity to render it that assis- 
tance which no other person can. 

But after all this is said, the question conies up, to him 
who appreciates the power of good literature, whether the 
Library is accomplishing all the good its founders desired 
and hoped for ; whether it is or is not, for all the purposes 
for which good books are read, very deficient somewhere. 
This question has arisen with many a good citizen, who has 
hitherto failed to find a satisfactory answer to it, and we 
propose to discuss it briefly. 

The object of a public library* may be to entertain and 
amuse its patrons merely, or it may be to instill into the public 
mind within its reach correct ideas of all the great practical 
questions and facts in the past and present, to elevate man- 
hood and teach all to be good citizens and good men. If for 
entertainment and amusement merely, it will undoubtedly 
keep a large class of readers from much dangerous and de- 
praved waste of time ; if for instruction, it will have a higher 
and nobler object than this negative virtue. Could we as 
Directors persuade the patrons of the Library to study his- 
tory, science in all its various forms, or the progress of the 
arts, more than they do, (ample opportunity for which is to be 
found in the Library,) we would be doing what all consider 
a great good. But it will surprise many to know that two- 
thirds, and in some instances three-fourths, of the books de- 
livered to subscribers within a year are works of fiction ! 
In the month of November of 1862, twenty-eight hundred 
and seventeen books were delivered, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four of which may be regarded as " works of fiction/* 
the remainder mostly historical works, memoirs and poems. 
In April of the present year, thirty-two hundred and ninety- 
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one books were delivered, twenty-live hundred and thirty-four 
of which were novels; and we arc assured by the Librarian 
that these two months are a fair sample of the proportion 
throughout the year. And further, that a class of novels 
which, without being improper in their tendencies, are very 
inferior as literary works, and tend rather to vitiate one’s 
taste for higher reading, are taken from the shelves much 
more frequently, and are read more eagerly, than novels of 
a higher class. Here is the great defect. Our really valu- 
able literature is read but little — the lighter and ephemeral 
works of fiction are eagerly sought after, and one might say 
devoured.

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From which it will be seen while Walter Scott’s standard 
and instructive novels found only eight readers during that 
month, Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth, a sensation novelist, had 
eighty-nine readers ; Mrs. Caroline Lee Hentz found forty- 
five readers ; Mrs. Wood, an English lady of the same school, 
had sixteen. In the same great minority were the readers 
of Winthrop’s works — Cecil Dreeme finding eleven and John 
Brent only four readers. 

These light and to some minds vitiating fictions may, and 
undoubtedly do, entertain their readers; but the benefit de- 
rived from their perusal by so large a proportion of the pat- 
rons of the Library cannot be great. 

To all this it may be answered, that the recreation deduced 
from perusing such works is more complete than that de- 
duced from the study of science, or the reading ot superior 
fictions, and more adapted to the tastes of our subscribers. 
Working men and women all require recreation ; and if they 
desire recreation from books, and the Library does not afford 
them that kind of recreation they desire, they will assuredly 
obtain what they do want from some other source. This has 
been the leading motive in the minds of the Directors in 
supplying the shelves with these works of doubtful useful- 
ness, and has been, and is now, their excuse for continuing 
moderately the practice. 

The fault, if any there be, lies deeper than all this. The 
Directors must keep the Library well stocked with popular 
works, or its subscribers will go somewhere else, and the In- 
stitution will fall into disuse. A very large number of our 
subscribers are young, and have not yet arrived at that age 
when they can judge for themselves what they ought or 
ought not to read. Established originally for the benefit 
of scholars in the public schools, it is the onh r place where 
they can at a moderate expense satisfy their appetite for 
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reading. And if the parents of those of our subscribers who 
are young and inexperienced would be circumspect and guide 
the reading tastes of their children into higher amt more useful 
channels , we arc satisfied it would be one great step toward reme- 
dying this evil. We earnestly commend this suggestion to 
the attention of the parents of those of our subscribers who 
are young. With those of older growth, who find recre- 
ation only in this light and ephemeral literature, time 
and experience will be sure to remedy whatever defect 
exists. 


The Directors cannot close their Report without bearing 
renewed testimony to the efficiency and ability of the Libra- 
rian, Mr. Charles A. Kimball. lie has become thoroughly 
acquainted with the Library, perforins his duties promptly 
and faithfully, and is always accommodating and courteous. 
We are satisfied that the position could not be better filled; 
that the best interests of the Library are eagerly can- 
vassed, and that its popularity is enhanced by the pleasant 
and agreeable manner with which his duties are per- 
formed. 


We commend this Institution, out of which so much good 
flows to those within its influence, to the City Council and to 
the citizens of Lowell, satisfied that at no distant period, that 
influence which has been so silently working among us for 
the past nineteen years, will continue to bear rich fruit in a 
still higher degree of intelligence among us, in a purer taste 
for all that is good and beautiful in literature, and in that 
true manhood and womanhood which it is the province of lit- 
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erature to cherish, and without which literature in all its 
forms would be useless.

I herewith submit a report 
of the City Solicitor, to the present time. 

Since my last report the cases in which the city is 
interested have been very materially diminished. At the 
commencement of my first official year, there were twenty 
one litigate cases upon the dockets of the Courts : at the 
beginning of the second there were nine : at the present 
time there are eight, six of which were commenced the 
past year — three in behalf, and three against, the city. 
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At the commencement of my second year, there were 
the following cases awaiting adjudication.

A BRIEF STATEMENT OF THE OASES. 

Alanson Wriglit and Wife vs. the City. This action was 
brought to recover for injuries received at the corner of 
Bridge and Merrimack Streets, by Mrs. Wright, who was 
overturned by riding upon lumber left in the street at the 
time of erecting the building of Dr. Simpson, at the corner. 
The case was tried at the April term of the Supreme 
Court, and a verdict of one thousand dollars was returned 
for the Plaintiff. The law having been ruled correctly at 
the trial, and the verdict having been much smaller than 
was anticipated, if the jury should upon the evidence find 
against the city, no exceptions were taken, and the sum 
was paid. 


Locks rfe Canals vs. City. This was a petition to recover 
back taxes paid by the Locks & Canals, under protest, for 
several years. The cause was argued before the full Court, 
in Jan. 1863, and a rule laid down by which it was to be 
tried before the County Commissioners. The complaint on 
the part of the Locks k Canals, was of excessive valuation 
of $300,000, upon the Canals, gates and bars and lands 
bordering upon the same. This valuation was exclusive 
of other land and buildings of the Corporation, and the 
additional valuation placed upon the manufacturing compa- 
nies for use of water power. A proposition was made by 
the Locks & Canals, for adjustment. They proposed to call 
the valuation of this specific property — past and future — 
$50,000, if the. city would accept it, and repay to them the 
balance of the taxes. A special committee was appointed, 
the subject well considered, and upon a repoit of the com- 
mittee the City Council accepted the proposition, and passed 
a resolution to pay back to the Locks & Canals, $6,954 94. 
This action was considered to be as favorable to the city as 
would have resulted from a trial. 

Jereboam Howe and Wife vs. City. This action was for 
alleged injuries to the wife, resulting from a fall upon the 
ice upon the sidewalk in Belvidere, several years ago. It 
was settled for $150. 

Daniel Barry vs. City, This case was brought to recover 
of the city damages for overflow of water upon his premises 
on Adams Street — for alleged carelessness on the part 
of the city in allowing the cesspool and drain to be ob- 
structed. It is a case of new issues. It has been tried 
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before the jury, and argued before the Supreme Court, and 
I have no doubt the decision will be in favor of the city. 

Joshua Bennett vs. Win. II. Clemerice. The history of this 
case will be found by reference to my last report. Since 
then it has been argued before the Supreme Court, and a 
decision made which practically settles it in favor of the 
city. With the most energetic efforts, I have failed to get 
a re-hearing before the jury. It will not probably be 
tried again. 

Emily Lew vs. City. This case was brought to recover 
for the board of a bastard child by the name of Bourbur. 
It was once tried before a jury, a verdict rendered against 
the city, exceptions taken, a new trial granted, and the case 
settled for $35,00. 

Patrick Shea and Wife vs. City. This was a suit brought 
to obtain damages for injuries received from slipping on the 
ice on Merrimack Street. It was tried in September Court, 
a verdict obtained against the city for $400 — exceptions 
taken, and have been overruled. 

.Jesse Huse vs. City — Is an action to recover for services 
in attending the Free Evening School, on Middlesex Street, 
by order of Mayor Huntington

Upon the above a certain sum has been paid into Court, 
reported due by the Committee on Claims, and the balance 
is contested. 
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City of Lowell vs. B. F. Simpson — Is a suit to recover 
back the money pajd by the city, in the action of Wright 
and wife against the city. 

City x s. Otis Allen. In this suit the city seeks to recover 
damages for breach of contract, for not furnishing the timber 
for re-building Central Bridge. 

City of 'Lowell, Petitioner for Mandamus vs. Henry K. 
Oliver. This petition is now pending before the Supreme 
Court in Suffolk County. Its object is to obtain Eighty- 
Three Thousand Dollars of money paid as State aid to 
Soldiers’ families, in 1862. The Governor ordered the State 
Treasurer to withhold payment, because the city declined to 
pay the $22,000 assesssd against the city under the act 
of 1863, to equalize bounties. 

This act by sound legal minds is deemed unconstitu- 
tional and void, and the writ of mandamus is brought to test 
it. The question arises over the bounties paid to the nine 
months men. Some towns paid as high as four hundred 
dollars bounty. At the last session of the Legislature, the 
country towns petitioned the Legislature to assume these 
bounties. The Legislature declined, but passed an act 
assuming $100 as an equitable bounty to each soldier, to 
equalize the sum between the cities and towns, but in no 
case to exceed the amount actually paid. By this basis, 
those towns which had paid more than $100 bounty, would 
receive, and those which had paid less would be assessed. 
This rule assessed this city about $22,000. Lowell had 
paid $50 bounty, and this iniquitous rule doubled our bur- 
den, for the benefit of the country towns. Lowell had 
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gallantly filled every quota with patriotic men, and each 
time sent them first to the field : and t^e late City Council, 
feeling that the law was a great hardship, inequitable and 
unconstitutional, refused to pay the tax. 

Sarah Jf. Wetherbee vs. City — Is brought to recover 
damages sustained by falling into the entrance to the bowl- 
ing saloon, under the Museum building on Merrimack St.

William Payne and Wife , Harriet A . Hopkins, and Edward 
Brierton vs. City , are actions for injuries from alleged defects 
by reason of icy sidewalks, during the present year. Both 
cases are returnable to the March Term of the Court, and 
of which I have not made examination. 

I have thus, I believe, stated in brief an outline of the 
cases in which the city is interested.

DAY POLICE. 

At the commencement of the year, the day force con- 
sisted of Marshal, Deputy-Marshal, Street Marshal, and one 
Detective Officer. Mr. Bowles, the Street Marshal, left the 
Department about the first of October, and Levi Brown, 
(one of the night force,) was detailed to assist temporarily 
in the office, and has remained to the close of the year. 

The force in this department has at times been inade- 
quate for the many duties required, and I have found it 
impossible always to answer promptly the orders fiom 
Teachers to look after truant children from School. I would 
suggest the propriety of increasing the day force by one 
man. and have no doubt he could be well employed. 

NIGHT POLICE. 

This force consists of a Captain of the Watch and 
twenty men ; two out of that number are detailed for the 
care of the Police Station, leaving eighteen for street duty. 
Since the regular appointments in January last, no change 
has been made in this Department. 

Considering the large space of territory to he patroled. 
this force is barely sufficient ; still, under existing circum- 
stances, I do not think it advisable to ask to have its 
numbers increased. I suggest that the appointment of a 
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suitable person as lieutenant of the watch, whose duty it 
should be to assist the captain, and in his absence take 
charge of the men, would in my opinion add much to the 
efficiency of the force. 

Police Officers should be judged like other men — by 
their characters : their conduct and behaviour should at all 
times be such as to inspire confidence in the community, 
and carry with them a healthy moral influence. If this is 
not the case, the effect is even more pernicious than it 
would be if the same persons were not clothed with au- 
thority to act as the guardians of our interests, and conser- 
vators of the peace. 

The force under my charge, during the past year, have, 
with few exceptions, proved faithful and efficient. With 
those exceptions, I desire to bear testimony to their good 
conduct as officers, and gentlemanly bearing as men. 

From the Mayor and Board of Aldermen my efforts and 
endeavors have received a hearty co-operation, for which I 
desire to express my respectful acknowledgments, hoping 
that the quiet and good order of the city, may have proved 
a sufficient guarantee for the confidence reposed.

No alteration has been made in the limits of the farm, 
either by purchase or sale, since my last Report; and the 
subdivision into mowing, tillage and pasturing, remains very 
nearly the same, as about the same quantity has been seeded 
down to grass as has been taken up for cultivation. Owing 
to the severe drought in early spring, and the almost unpre- 
cedented wet weather during the summer months, the hay 
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crop was not so abundant as in some former years. The 
weather through the haying season was very inauspicious ; 
stiil I think we secured about a medium crop, but of not 
quite so good a quality as the same grass would have made, 
had we been favored with trood weather while harvestin'! it 

The com and grain crops, although somewhat affected 
by the causes above alluded to. were on the whole quite 
satisfactory, with the exception of winter rye, which was 
very light, yielding only twenty-five bushels from two acres. 
The root crops were still more unfavorably affected than the 
other kinds I have noticed. The yield was not so great, nor 
the quality so good, as we have been accustomed to harvest. 
Beans, however, did well The fruit crop was good. Cur- 
rants, which in past years have yielded well and been quite 
a source of income to the establishment, have this year 
proved almost a total failure, being infected by a species 
of worm which destroyed both foliage and fruit Cabbages 
have also proved a failure, having been destroyed by insects. 
In my last report I alluded to the introduction of the Butte 
variety of strawberries upon the farm. The last spring I 
prepared the ground, and set about ten thousand plants, 
which are looking finely, and should no accident befal them, 
give promise of an abundance of this delicious fruit another 
season. Those I set last year have far exceeded my expec- 
tation, having yielded five hundred boxes of excellent fruit. 

Hale’s brook, (so called,) passes through the Easterly 
part of the farm, and on account of obstructions below, 
frequently flows back so as to submerged part, and render 
quite wet several acres of the lowest part of the grounds. 
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I know of no better way to remedy this evil, than by a 
system of tile draining, which I am confident is both cheaper 
and better than stone drains. I think it would add much 
to the productiveness of some parts of the farm, especially 
the garden south of the barns, and materially benefit the 
fruit trees in that section. For these reasons I recom- 
mend its adoption, and hope the experiment may be tried 
another season. 

BUILDINGS. 

The buildings have been kept in good repair throughout 
the year, with very little expense. A cement floor has 
been made to the vegetable cellar, situated under one of the 
new barns, and is a very desirable improvement. A sub- 
stantial stone wall, laid in mortar, about twelve feet in 
height, and of suitable thickness, has also been erected on 
the South and East sides of the barn yard, the present 
season. The only further improvements I would suggest, 
for the ensuing year, are the paving the barn yard with 
small stones, which can be easily procured on the premises ; 
and the re-building of a portion of the high fence which 
encloses the yard around the house and the Reform School 
building. These seem necessary to complete the improve- 
ments about the buildings, and can be done with little extra 
expense. The thorough and durable manner in which all 
the repairs have been made, since the fire last year, will, 
I think, preclude the necessity of further outlays in this 
direction, for a number of years to come. When completed, 
as above suggested, I think this establishment, for comfort, 
convenience and durability, will compare favorably with 
any similar Institution in the State. 
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STOCK. 

At the commencement of the year, the stock on the 
farm consisted of two horses, four oxen, three cows and 
thirty-six swine, of all ages. In April last, by direction 
of the Committee on Stock, I sold one pair of the oxen for 
$140.00 ; and in May I disposed of one of the cows for 
$30,44. One cow has been slaughtered this fall, and the 
meat will be used in the establishment. There have been 
added, during the year, by purchase, one horse at $150.00, 
and seven cows at a total cost of $261,50. At the present 
time the stock consists of three horses, one yoke of oxen, 
nine cows, and eleven swine, of all ages. The aggregate 
amount of pork killed the present year, is 3236 lbs., which 
will be used here. 

FARMING TOOLS. 

Quite an addition has been made to our stock of farming 
tools, during the year, to re-place those destroyed by the 
fire. This has been done partly by purchase and partly by 
making them on the premises. Among those we have made 
here, are one night-soil wagon body ; one ox-cart body ; 
one horse-cart body ; one ox-sled; one horse-sled; and three 
harrows ; together with many smaller tools. Both the wood 
and iron work of the above, have been done on the premi- 
ses. The purchases, amounting in all to $90.62 for tools, 
harnesses for the horses, etc. have enabled us to get along 
very comfortably. More are still needed, but no great out- 
lay will be necessary at present. 

CROPS. 

The amount of the different kinds of crops raised on the 
farm, the present year, is not quite so large as those raised 
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the last season. The following table will show the quantity 
and estimated value of each, at the time of harvesting, but 
does not include what was consumed in the establishment 
prior to that time.

Although most of the crops fall short in quantity, com- 


pared with those raised last year, yet the enhanced price 
makes the aggregate value to foot up over two hundred 
dollars more. 

The scarcity of help, owing to the great number of our 
citizens who have gone into the army to assist in putting 
down this cruel and wicked rebellion, has rendered it very 
difficult to obtain assistance when most needed on the farm. 
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Two men have been employed by the season — one at 
22 \ and the other at 18 dollars, per month. One other man 
was also hired through haying and harvesting, four months, 
at nineteen dollars per month. The remainder of the help 
has been by the day, by men dependent upon the city to 
support their families, and has been paid for in provisions as 
needed by them. 
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PAUPERS. 

The whole number of paupers in the Alms-House, at the 
commencement of the year, was thirty. Forty-nine have 
been admitted. Thirty-four were discharged and eight 
have died during the year, so that the present number is 
thirty-seven. 

The following table, giving the name, age, nativity, time 
of admittance, date of discharge, of such as have left, and 
present condition of those still remaining, may be found 
convenient for future reference.

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The general health of the inmates has been quite good 
during the year, notwithstanding we have had eight deaths 
against one last year. These, with one exception were from 
chronic diseases of long standing, or from old age. One 
died of Diptheria, but happily, by the watchful care of our 
excellent Physician, Dr. Kidder, the disease did not spread 
among the other inmates. 

Of those still here, eighteen are Males, and nineteen 
Females. Seventeen are Minors. The average for each 
month during the year, supported in the Alms House, was 
as follows, viz : —

EXPENDITURES, 

The whole amount of bills drawn against the appropriation 
for the support of Paupers, for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1863, was $12,276 91. 

In order to show the expense of this establishment tor 
the year, the following items should be deducted, as they 
form no part of the ordinary expense of supporting the Farm 
and Alms House; but should be considered as extraordinary 
expenses, being for permanent improvements where no fur- 
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ther outlay will be needed for many years to come, to re-place 
Stock and Farming Tools destroyed by the fire last year, and 
for the relief and support of persons not connected with 
this Institution.

Leaving the sum of $6,701 79 as the actual amount drawn 
for the support of the farm and Alms House. Now if from 
this last sum we deduct the amount received for the sale of 
stock and products from the farm, and from all other sources 
credited to this appropriation, amounting in all to $2,007 91 
we shall find the actual expense of this establishment for 
the year, to be $4,693 88. 

I would suggest, in this connection, whether it would not 
be a saving to the City, and equally as well for that un- 
fortunate class of our citizens who are incurably insane, and 
now supported in the State Lunatic Hospital, at Worcester, 
to make provision for their support here, by erecting a 
suitable building on the farm for their accommodation. 

Our prospects for another year, taking into consideration 
the amount of products on hand, and the preparation made 
for a crop another season, are decidedly better than they 
were one year ago.

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EEFOEM SCHOOL. 

This important branch of the institution still continues 
under the care of the same competent and efficient teacher, 
Mr. William A. Lang. No alterations have been made to the 
building or appurtenances, during the year. The general 
health of the pupils has been good. I think it a remarkable 
fact, and worthy of note, that of the whole number of 
minors sentenced to this School for the last fifteen years, 
amounting in all to several hundred, and for terms varying 
from three months to two years, not one has died while 
serving out their sentence. This shows that the sanitary 
arrangement of the institution is good. 

The number of sentenced pupils in the School, January 
1, 1863, was thirty-two. Number admitted since, thirty-six. 
Number discharged by expiration of sentence and by par- 
don, forty. Leaving the present number, January 1, 1864, 
twenty-eight. 

As a whole, these boys are of smaller size and tenderer 
age than we have usually had before. The constant change 
of scholars renders it very difficult for the Teacher to show 
so good a degree of improvement as he could -wish; yet 
with this disadvantage, I believe the School will show quite 
as good a degree of improvement as any similar institution 
in the State. The boys for the year past have given 
good attention to what has been taught them — better, 
perhaps, than we should naturally expect from the class of 
boys we have received. Many of them had been at School 
but a few weeks or months before committed to our care; 
to these the Teacher has devoted more time than to those 
further advanced. The improvement of all has been highly 
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satisfactory. The standard of the School is perfect order 
and perfect lessons. This we endeavor to have every pupil 
perform. How far we succeed, can be learned by a visit to 
the School. 

The following table will show the name, age, offence, 
place of birth, when committed, by what authority, when 
discharged or pardoned, and general remarks on each of 
hte pupils, for the year.

There are two sessions of the School, each day, of two 
hours each. The text books used are the same as last year, 
viz: First, Second and Third Reading Books, Bumsted’s 
series ; Third Reading Book, Sargent’s standard series ; 
Colburn’s First Lessons in Arithmetic ; Greenleaf’s Common 
School Arithmetic ; Colton and Fitche’s Introductory Geog- 
raphy ; and Colton and Fitche’s Modern Geography. 

Eight have been admitted to the School within the year, 
who did not know their letters when received. And of the 
whole number now in School, only twelve have commenced 
to learn to write. 

The hours of labor are not regular, but depend upon the 
weather and the nature of the work to be performed. They 
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are never employed out of doors in stormy or severe 
weather. But few of those we now have, are of sufficient 
size to do anything hut the lightest work. On this account 
we have not realised so much benefit from their labor this 
year as formerly. 

Religious services have been held in the Chapel, on the 
sabbath, through the year, by the Rev. Mr. Dean, Chaplain 
to the Institution. The meetings are well attended by the 
inmates. 

The sabbath school is also in a flourishing condition. 
The children manifest a lively interest in their recitations of 
passages of Scripture, and in Singing. Many of them are 
making good improvement. Their general deportment on 
these occasions is good. 

EXPENSE. 

As mentioned in my last Report, it is very difficult to 
ascertain precisely the expense of the School. But from the 
best estimate I have been able to make, for the past year, 
it should be put down, including every thing, at twenty 
eight hundred and fourteen dollars. From this I deduct 
three hundred dollars for the earnings of the boys for the 
year, making the actual expense of this department $2.514. 00. 

It will be seen by this Report, that the whole expense of 
both departments, for 1S63, including the amount paid for 
stock, hay, farming-tdfls, and permanent improvements, 
exceeds the expense of 1862, (after deducting the cost 
of buildings and repairs,) six hundred seventy-three dollars 
and forty-seven cents. But, as the average number of inmates 
for 1863 exceeds the average number for 1862, by Thirteen, 
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which at the average cost of all, would require $1,014 00 
for their support, it will be seen that the balance is in favor 
of the present year, notwithstanding the enhanced prices we 
have to pay for fuel, groceries, and in fact almost every 
article we consume, except what is supplied from the farm. 

The liberal provision made by the City for the support 
of the Poor, and the lively interest manifested by those 
whose duty it has been to look after their welfare, has 
served much to aid me in the discharge of my duties as 
Superintendent. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor and the several 
Sub-Committees, who have been so liberal and prompt in 
furnishing whatever was necessary for the comfort of the 
inmates, I feel myself deeply indebted ; also for their good 
advice and kind suggestions, which have aided me much in 
the discharge of my onerous duties, I desire to express my 
sincere thanks.

Gentlemen, — 

In compliance with 

a municipal ordinance defining the duties of the City Phy- 
sician, I herewith submit a report condensed from the record 
of the Superintendent of Burials, which exhibits the number 
of deaths in each month of the past year, with the various 
causes assigned, also the sex, ages and vocation, as far as 
obtainable. The number of deaths which have been reported 
and recorded from January 1st. to December 31st., 1863, is 
695; of these 322 were males, and 373 were females — 
showing an increase of 54 deaths over last year. Yet the 
number is considerably below the decennial average. 

The number in each of the first three months, also in 
May and J une, was above the average for ten years, while 
for the balance of the year the mortality has been below 

A 

the average for the same time. 
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Of the more fatal diseases, it will be noticed that Scar- 
latina has exceeded all former record ; Diptheria, its near 
relative, too, has assumed a numerical position among the 
causes of death, above all others except Consumption, Scar- 
latina and Pneumonia. The number of deaths from Con- 
sumption is smaller than usual, yet it remains the chief 
wand of the destroyer. Pneumonia has somewhat exceeded 
the decennial average. 

Of those deceased, 93 males and 76 females were mar- 
ried ; also there were 10 widowers and 47 widows ; the 
balance were children and unmarried adults. 

The birth-place of nearly all is shown in the fifth table. 

The occupation of the adult portion, as reported, was 
as follows : — Domestics (including all usually engaged in 
domestic pursuits) 136, Laborers 45, Operatives and Ma- 
chinists 14 each, Soldiers 13, Merchants and Manufacturers 
7 each, Clerks 3 ; Painters, Butchers, Teamsters, Yeomen, 
Pattern-Makers, Stone-Layers, Cordwainers and Moulders, 
2 each; Apothecary, Barber, Miller, Watchman, Stone Cutter, 
Watchmaker, Printer, Clergyman, Lawyer, Cooper, Seam- 
stress, Conductor, Milliner, Cigar Maker, Harness Maker, 
one each. Eight deaths have occurred at the Hospital 
of the Alms-House ; of Consumption and old age, 2 each ; 
of Diptheria, Disease of the Brain, Debility, and Secondary 
Hemorrhage, (after amputation,) one each. 

One death has occurred at the Corporation Hospital. 

The interments for the year have been disposed as fol- 
lows : — Removed from the city 81, at the Cemetery 92, in

the Catholic grounds 322 ; the balance in the other burial 
places within the city — chiefly in the Third yard. 

This closes my third year’s service, and in retiring from 
the office, it is to me a happy reflection, that my intercourse 
with the City Government has been, from first to last, of the 
most unexceptionably amicable nature.

A considerable amount is due to this appropriation, from 
various sources, forjabor, street scrapings, coal, brick, &c. 

There has been no large expenditure on anj^ particular 
street, during the year, excepting on Lawrence street, which 
lias been widened and graded out to the full width of said 
street, from Whipple’s Canal to the Cemetery Bridge, and a 
gravel sidewalk built on the East side of the same, the entire 
cost of which was $1469 82. 

The following streets have been laid out and accepted 
by the City, this year : Marshall street, from Me Intire to 
Westford street; Mount Vernon street, from Pawtucket to 
Bowers street; Walker street, from Middlesex to Branch 
street ; Varnum street, from Sixth to Tenth street. 

During the year, the following amounts have been ex-

The sidewalk 
on the West side of Thorndike street, from the Canal Bridge 
to Middlesex street, has been widened and re-laid. There 
have also been a large number of street crossings laid this 
year. The amount expended for repairs of sidewalks, during 
the present year, was $615.40 ; and I would recommend 
that similar repairs be made upon the sidewalks throughout 
the city, during the coming year. 

In the month of August, the city purchased one of Blake's 
Stone Crushing Machines, and a portable Steam Engine 
to drive the same, at a cost, including setting up, etc. 
of $2,312 66. It requires 7 men, including the Engineer, 
to keep it in successful operation ; and, with 400 pounds 
of coal will break from 33 to 35 cart loads per day, which 
by the old way of breaking by hand would require at least 
35 men to do the same amount of work — then it would not 
be done as well as it is now done by the crusher. Since it 
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has been in operation, 864 loads of stone have been crushed, 
and have been put on the streets, in different parts of the 
city. If the crusher is kept in operation all the time during 
the season — which I think would be for the interest of the 
city to have done — it will require more teams than are at 
present employed upon the streets. I would also recommend 
the purchase by the city of a heavy roller, for the purpose 
of rolling down the stone chips when put on the streets, 
which would leave them in a great deal better condition 
to travel upon, than they are now left.

TO THE OITT COUNCIL:- 
Gentlemen, — 

In obedience to the requirements of the 
Ordinances of the city, I herewith submit my report for the 
year ending December 81, 1863. 

At the commencement of the year there were two 
hundred and seventy-nine lamps, two hundred and eleven 
of which were for gas, and sixty-eight for fluid. 

Of the eighteen lights on Central Bridge, only twelve 
are now in use, that number being deemed sufficient. 

During the year six new lights have been added, and 
located as follows : — on corner of Middlesex and South 
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streets ; on corner of Appleton and South 'streets ; on corner 
of West Union and Gorham streets ; on Stackpole street, 
opposite Alder street; on Nesmith street, opposite Mansur 
street ; on Myrtle street, opposite Fourth street. 

The following changes in the location of lights have 
been made : — one formerly in front of the Hospital on 
Merrimack street, removed to Pawtucket street, at the head 
of Merrimack street ; one on Salem street, near the Hos- 
pital, removed opposite, to South side of Salem street ; and fc- 
one on the corner of Summer and South streets, removed 
to the opposite side of South street. 

The repairs during the year have been as follows: — 
one post for fluid light, on the corner of Smith and Westford 
streets, (decayed,) and one on the corner of School street 
and Broadway, (broken down,) have been replaced by new 
ones. Four hundred and thirty-five panes of glass have 
been set in the lanterns; and one hundred and five gas 
lanterns have been painted. I have also purchased four 
new gas lanterns, two fluid lanterns, thirty oil lamps, 
eighty-four stop-cocks, fifty-three brass burners, and sixty 
lava tips. 

The gas lamps have been kept burning during the year 
two hundred and eighty thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
seven and one half hours (280.8971,) at a cost of two thou- 
sand eight hundred and eight dollars and ninety-seven cents, 
$2,808 97.) The oil lamps have consumed five hundred 
and sixty-two gallons of combination oil, six gallons of fluid 
and one and a half gallons of alcohol. Ten gross of matches 
have also been used in lighting. 
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A considerable saving has been made during the year, 
(when compared with the previous year.) in the use of oil 
and alcohol, as exhibited by the following statement : —

The lamps are required to he lighted on eighteen or 
twenty nights in each month : the regular time for lighting 
is fifteen minutes before sunset, and one hour's time is 
required for the accomplishment of the work. 

The number of gas lights now in use is two hundred 
and twenty-nine : the number of fluid lights is sixty-five : 
making the total number of lights in the city two hundred 
and ninety-four. 

Some of the fluid lanterns are now nearly worn out, but 
with this trifling exception the lamps are in a much better 
condition than at the commencement of the year. 

Without making any suggestions in reference to the 
future. I have thought best to simply exhibit as above the 
changes and additions made during the year, and the condi- 
tion of the lamps at the present time. 

By the new Ordinances, which went into effect on the 
1st. of November, 1S63, the office of Superintendent of 
Street Lamps was abolished, and the duties of that officer 
were assigned to the Superintendent of Streets ; but, by

Gentlemen, — 

Agreeable to an ordinance requiring the “Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings to report annually, in the month 
of January, to the City Council, the condition of the public 
buildings, the expenditures thereon, and the nature of such 
expenditures,” I herewith submit the following Report : 

Public Buildings. 

The whole amount appropriated for the repairs of Public 
Buildings, was $2,298 76. Amount expended, 1,087 83. 

Huntington Hall. Of the amount expended on this 
building, the greater part was for carpeting the aisles of the 
hall; the remainder was for incidental expenses, the amount 
being $291 70. 

Government Building. The amount expended on this 
building was $627 90; the most of this amount was ex- 
pended for the two ventilators which have been placed on 
the buildings, and for placing new gutters on the same. 
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Market House. The amount expended on this building, 
the past year, has been small, the whole amount expended 
being $80 90. 

Ward Rooms. The amount expended on the several 
ward-rooms belonging to the city, is so small that I do not 
deem it advisable to refer to them in detail. The whole 
amount expended was $36 IT. 

City Stadles. The expenditures on these buildings 
have been small, the past year, amounting to $34 99. 

School Houses. 

The amount appropriated for school houses, the past 
year, was, $5,365 69. The amount expended, $15,859 57. 

During the past year, quite a large amount has been 
expended on School Houses. The Franklin, Mann and 
Colburn school houses, have each been remodeled to accom- 
modate graded schools, and have been thoroughly repaired 
throughout, and are now among the best in the city. They 
have each been furnished with steam heating apparatus, and 
I think with careful and attentive firemen, they will answer 
our most sanguine expectations. 

High School. The amount expended on the High 
School House, has been extremely limited, the past year — 
not so much has been done as should have been. The inte- 
rior of the building is somewhat out of repair, not being in 
as good condition as most of our Grammar School Houses, 
and will, I trust, claim your attention. New desks should 
be placed in the male department of the building. The 
whole expenditure amounts to $62 93. 
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Bartlett School. Some improvements have been made, 
the past year, on this building. The windows in both 
stories of the building, have been lowered about two feet, 
thus making the school-rooms much more pleasant for both 
teachers and scholars. The greater part expended on this 
building was in consequence of this alteration. The whole 
amount expended on this building, for the past year, was 
$259 07. 

Edson School. Of the amount expended on the Edson 
School House, the greater part was in consequence of sink- 
ing a well in the boy’s yard, and conveying the water by a 
pipe to the yard occupied by the female department of the 
school. The remainder was for incidental expenses. 

There has always existed a difficulty in heating this 
school house, in extreme cold weather. Whether it would 
be advisable or not, to substitute steam heating apparatus 
in place of the present defective system, I submit to your 
consideration. The whole amount expended on this school 
house, the past year, was $347 15. 

Green School. The amount expended on this school 
house, the past year, has been small, the building having 
been thoroughly repaired the year before ; consequently no 
expenditures of a large amount were needed. The whole 
amount expended, was $28 67. 

Varnum School. The amount expended on this school 
house, the past year, has been quite liberal, amounting to 
$798 04. The greater part of this expenditure, was in 
consequence of building a bank wall on the south side 
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of the lot connected with the building, and a new fence on 
the same. 

Moody School. The expenditures on the building occu- 
pied by this school, the past year, have been small, the 
house having been thoroughly repaired within a few years. 
The amount expended, was 375 98. 

Colburn School. The amount expended on this school 
house, the past year, has been larger than that of any other 
building. The former arrangement of the house was of such 
a character, that in order to adapt it to the present system 
of graded schools, a large expenditure became necessary. 
It is now one of the best school houses in the city. The 
whole amount expended the past year, was 35.983 05, 
most of which was in consequence of the alteration above 
referred to. 

Franklin School. This also is one of the school houses 
.that has been altered the past year. The expense incurred 
by the alteration amounts to 34,096 15. The building now 
is in good condition, and will probably not need much to be 
expended thereon for several years to come. 

Mann School. This school house, also, is one that has 
been remodelled the past year, the amount expended being 
33,992 61. I would recommend that the fence which en- 
closes the grounds connected with the school house, be 
painted, the present year. 

Primary Schools. The amount expended the past year, 
on our Primary school houses, has been small. So large an 
appropriation having been needed to complete the Grammar 
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school houses, that the primaries have not had that attention 
which they would seem to demand ; and I trust they will 
receive the attention which they require. Several of them 
need painting externally. The whole amount expended on 
each building, is as follows :

To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: In eonformitj with Chapter 13, Seetion 3d, of the 
Ordinances of the City, I herewith submit a Report of the condition 
of the Eire Department, containing a list of its members, with their 
names, ages, residences and occupations; also, the apparatus under 
their charge and its condition, the number of fires and alarms during 
the past year, and the number of reservoirs and hydrants from which 
water can be obtained in case of fire ; together with such other 
matters pertaining to the Department as may be of interest to your 
Honorable Board and to our eitizens generally. 

The Houses used for the purposes of the Department are all in 
good condition. 

The Department has been ealled out by fire during the year end- 
ing March 31, 1861, twenty-four times; by false alarms, two times; 
by alarms originating out of the city, two times. The amount of 
loss by fire, as nearly as can be ascertained, is $58,921. Insurance, 
$59,800. 

The changes in the Department have been large during the past 
year. The Department consists of two hundred men, and about onc- 
third have left during the year. This is owing to various causes, 
many having gone into the army ; one eause, undoubtedly, is the 
fact that many of our young men have been obliged to seek employ- 
ment elsewhere, owing to the depression of our manufacturing inter- 
est. At the time of the draft in September, 1863, there were thirty- 
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four men drafted from the Department, or one to every sixth man, 
showing conclusively that there are not many men in the Department 
that would come under the second class. 

I would suggest to your Honorable Board that there should be an 
addition built on to Engine House, Xo. 2, Middlesex Street? The 
house is not sufficiently ventilated, and in my judgment, an addition 
on to the rear for a smoke-pipe, would give the house more ventila- 
tion. I would also recommend the purchase of one* thousand feet 
of. two and one-half inch leading hose for the Department. 

In presenting the Annual Deport of the state and condition of the 
Department, it gives me great pleasure to speak of the efficiency of 
the whole Department, always ready and prompt, in action ; also 
to say to your Honorable Board that the apparatus connected with 
fhe Department is in good condition. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

There are 250 feet of Leading Hose belonging to the City in the Hose

sary apparatus for their respective duties.

FIRES DURING THE YEAR, 

Commencing April 1st, 1863, and ending April 1st, 1864. 


April 3, 1863, 9.30 P. 31 . — An alarm of fire was occasioned by the 
bursting of a gas-pipe near the end of Central Bridge (Ccntralville 
side). The fire ran into the Bridge, but was soon extinguished. 
Damage trifling. 

April 4, 1863, 10 P. 31 . — An alarm of fire was occasioned by flames is- 
suing from the chimney of the Foundry at the Lowell Machine Shop. 

April 14, 1863, 3 P. 31 . — An alarm of fire was occasioned by the burn- 
ing of a brick building connected with the Foundry at North 
Chelmsford. No engines were sent up. 
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April 27, 1803, 9 P. M . — A partial alarm of fire was eaused by the par- 
tial burning of a small building eonneeted with the boiler-house of 
Mr. Comins’ bedstead manufactory. The flame3 were subdued with- 
out the aid of the Fire Department. Damage trifling. 

June 3, 1863, 9.30 ./l. M . — The Department was ealled out in eonse- 
quenee of the partial burning of a barn on Parker street, owned by 
Mr. Avery Marshall. The barn wa3 insured for $800. Loss about 
$50. 

June 14, 1863, 4 P. M. — Fire was diseovered in a house on Davis street, 
owned by William Hunter, Esq. The roof was considerably dam- 
aged. Loss $400. jSTo insurance. 

June 14, 1863, 11.30 P. M . — Fire was diseovered in a barn on the 
Plains in Centralville. The barn was totally destroyed ; also 1 7 
tons of straw, and a valuable horse — all owned by Mr. Joshua Yar- 
num. Loss $600. Insured for $300 in Chelsea Mutual. Sup- 
posed to be the work of an ineendiary. 

July 6, 1S63, 7 P. M . — A partial alarm was oeeasioned by the accidental 
ringing of the alarm-bell. 

July 11, 1863, 12.30 P. M. — An alarm of fire was eaused by the partial 
burning of the out-house eonneeted with the Primary sehool-house 
on Charles street. 

July 20, 1863, 12 M. — An alarm of fire was oeeasioned by the explosion 
of a boiler in the building at No. 82 Middle street, known as the 
Picker Faetory. By this terrible aeeident five men were killed and 
several others injured; The building was owned by the heirs of the 
late William Coding, and the lower story oeeupied by John S. 
Jaques, and the third story by John H. Coburn and Charles L. Wil- 
loughby, for various manufacturing purposes. The whole loss, in 
building, stoek and machinery, is estimated to be about $13,000. 

August 3, 1863, 4 A. M. — Lire was diseovered in a bloek on Adams 
street. The building was owned by the heirs of the late Nathaniel 
Wright, and was oeeupied by Irish families. Loss $115. Insured 
in People’s Mutual Fire Insurance Co., Worcester, for $1,000. 

September 2, 1863, 2 P. J\L — An alarm of fire was eaused by the burn- 
ing of brush in Chelmsford. 

September 16, 1863, 7 P. M . — Fire was diseovered in the dry-press room 
of J. C. Ayer A Co/s building on Market street, and spread with 
great rapidity through the two upper stories. The fire was kept 
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from coming below the third story, though the lower part of the 
building w**s considerably damaged by water. The books and valu- 
able papers wore saved. Two stores in the lower story were occupied 
by Lamson & Ilogers, flour dealers, and Smith & Nichols, dealers in 
country produce; their damage was by water alone. Lamson & 
Ilogers were insured in the Lowell Mutual for §1,500. Loss $225. 
Smith & Niehols were insured in the Traders and Mechanics’ of this 
city for $1,000. Loss $147.90. The building and stoek were in- 
sured in the following ofliees: City, North American, Charter Oak, 
and Merchants Insurance Companies — all of Hartford, Ct. ; Thames, 
of Norwieh, Ct. ; Chelsea, of Chelsea ; Home, of New York ; Con- 
way, of Boston ; Traders and Meekanies’, of this eity ; also Howard 
Lire Insurance, of this eity. The greatest loss at this fire was the 
disarrangement of business necessarily incurred in moving from and 
re-moving to the building. Loss above insurance $5,000. 

September 16, 1863, 11 P. M . — An alarm of fire was eaused by the 
burning of some straw in a shed on William street. No damage. 

September 22, 1863, 7 P. M . — Wn alarm of fire was eaused by the burning 
of a eurtain on Gove street. 

September 25, 1 8 6 S , 12.30 P. M \ — Lire was discovered in the drying- 
room on the Middlesex Corporation. The fire was eonfined to the 
attie of the building in which it originated. There were about S000 
pounds of wool in the attic, most of whieh was burned or damaged 
so as to be almost useless. The eloth in the building was removed, 
so that it was not mueh injured. This Company is eonneeted with 
the Corporation Mutual Insurance Company. Loss $S,000. Lully 
insured. The origin of the fire is not known. 

October 6, 1863, 6.30 P. M . — An alarm of fire was eaused by a slight 
fire at the Wamesit Mills, in the shop of M. C. Pratt, planer and 
manufacturer of mouldings. Damage trifling. 

November 9, 1S63, 6 P. M . — An alarm of fire was oeeasioned by the upset, 
ting of some varnish and eatehing fire, in or near Mr. Smith’s furni- 
ture store, Preseott street. 

November 22, 1863, 5 P. M . — An alarm of fire was eaused by the burn- 
ing of a curtain on Green street. 

November 23, 1863, 7.30 P. M . — An alarm cf fire was occasioned by 
some bedding eoming in eontaet with a gas-light in the furniture- 
room of Person Noyes, No. 39 Market street. Insured in the 
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Traders and Mechanics’ and Lowell Mutual, each $1,000. Loss 
$108. 

November 30, 1863, 11 A. M . — Fire was discovered in a house on Cush- 
ing street, owned by Levi Ferrin of Sutton, X. IL, and occupied by 
William Toye. ' Mr, Toye’s loss, in clothing and bedding was about 
$150. No insurance. The house was insured for $800 in the Peo- 
ple’s Mutual, Worcester. Loss about $75. 

February 15, 1S6L — A partial alarm of fire was occasioned by the burn- 
ing of a meeting-house and bakery at Wilmington. 

February 23, 1S64, 2.30 P. M . — Fire was discovered issuing from the 
upper story of the building, eorner of Cushing and Fletcher streets, 
occupied by David Lane, machinist. The fire was confined to the 
upper story of the building. The building was owned by Ignatius 
Tyler, Esq., and was insured for $3,000 in the Traders and Me- 
chanics’, of this city. Loss on building and patterns, $1,500. Mr. 
Lane was insured for $9,000 in the following offiefcs : City Fire In- 
surance, New Haven ; Home, Hew Haven ; Hampden, Springfield. 
Loss $2,300. There were about $250 worth of tools destroyed, be- 
longing to the earpenters. No insurance. 

March 23, IS 64, 10 A. M . — Fire was discovered in one of the two-story 
buildings on Fenwiek street (formerly known as the Five Sisters). 
The fire took on the roof, and was speedily extinguished by Engine 
Company, No. 5, there being no general alarm. Damage trifling. 

March 24, 1S64, 12 M . — Fire was discovered in the wooden tenement- 
block on Appleton street, owned by Milton Aldrich. The fire caught 
on the roof, and was eonfined to the south end of the attie. Insured 
in the Lowell Mutual for $1,500. Loss $150. 

March 24, 1864, 1 P. M . — Fire was discovered at Suffolk Hall, eorner of 
Suffolk and Lowell streets. The roof was « considerably damaged. 
The building was owned by Thomas J. Clark of Amesbury, and was 
insured for $3,000 in the Pioekingham Mutual.* Loss $100. 

March 24, 1864, 2 P. M . — Fire was discovered in an unoccupied house on 
Fayette street, owned by Fisher A. Hildreth, Esq. The fire caught 
on the roof, from a burning chimney in a house near by. The fire 
destroyed the roof, and seeond story partially. The house was esti- 
mated to have been worth about $1,200. Loss about $600. No 
insurance. 

March 25, 1S64, 7 P. M , — An alarm of fire was occasioned by the burn- 
ing of a chimney on Middle street. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

OF THE 

* 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Article 1 . The Tire Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer, 
six Assistant Engineers, (one from each ward) and such number of Hand 
&nd Steam Eire Engine, Hook and Ladder, Hose and Hydrant Companies, 
as the Mayor and Aldermen may determine. 

Art. 2. The Chief Engineer, Assistant Engineers, and all other mem- 
bers of the Eire Department shall be appointed annually, by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of April, for the term of one year from the 
first day of May next ensuing, or until others are chosen in their places. 
Vacancies may be filled at any time. 

Art. 3. There shall be paid to the Chief Engineer, Assistant Engin- 
eers and to all other members of the Eire Department, such compensation 
for services as Eiremen as the City Council may from time to time deter- 
mine. 


♦SECTION SECOND. 

BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 

Article 1. The Engineers, before the first day of May, shall meet 
and organize themselves into a Board of Engineers, of whom the Chief 
shall be Chairman. They shall at the same time choose one of their num- 
ber as Clerk ; also determine the rank of each Assistant Engineer. 

Art. 2. They shall hold such meetings as may be necessary for the 
prompt transaction of all business that may come before thein, and make 
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eucli rules and orders for their government as a Board of Engineers, also 
for the government of the Department, as they may think proper, subject 
to the approval of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Art. 3. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over the other Engineers, and members of the Eire Department, and all 
other persons who may be present at fires, and shall direct all proper 
measures for the extinguishment of fires, protection of property, preserva- 
tion of order and the observance of the laws, ordinances and regulations 
respecting the Eire Department. Provided , that when the fire shall be in 
any of the mill yards of any incorporated manufacturing company, the 
Agent or Superintendent of such company shall, if he choose so to do, ex- 
ercise all the power of the Chief Engineer. 

Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the Engineers, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the city, to repair immediately to the place of such fire, 
wearing a suitable badge, and to take proper measures that the several 
engines and other apparatus be arranged and duly worked for the speedy 
and effectual extinguishment of the fire. It shall also be their duty to 
cause order to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning from 
fires, and at all other times when companies attached" to the Department 
are on duty. 

Art. 5. "Whenever the engines, or other fire apparatus used by the 
Eire Department require alterations, additions or repairs, the Chief En- 
gineer, under the direction of the Committee on the Eire Department, 
shall cause the same to be made. 

Art. G. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to visit, or cause 
to be visited by one of his Assistants, all the Companies belonging to the 
Eire Department at the regular monthly meetings, for the purpose of as- 
certaining the condition of the apparatus, and for furnishing all neces- 
sary supplies. Also, to furnish the several Companies with blank forms 
for application for membership and for discharge, and to ascertain the 
number and standing of its members. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to receive and 
transmit to the Board of Aldermen, through the Committee on the Eire 
Department, all returns of officers, members, and fire apparatus made by 
the respective Companies, and all other communications relating to 
the affairs of the Eire Department, to keep fair and exact rolls of the 
respective Companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, and 
the age of each member. He shall annually, in the month of March, 
report upon the condition of the engine houses, engines, fire apparatus 
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and other property under his charge ; the number of fires during the 
year, and causes thereof as near as can be ascertained, with such other 
information or suggestion as may in his opinion be of general use ; the 
same, or such part thereof, to be published as the City Couneil may 
direct. He shall also examine all bills and aeeounts against the Fire De- 
partment, and certify, in writing, to the correctness of each item thereof be- 
fore presenting the same for approval ; he shall also, semi-annually, in the 
months of May and November, make up the pay-rolls for the respective 
Companies. 

Art. 8. In the absence of the Chief Engineer, the next Assistant 
Engineer in rank shall have the same powers and perform the same duties 
that belong to the Chief Engineer. 

Art. 9. The Mayor and Aldermen may remove from office the Chief 
Engineer, any of the Assistant Engineers, or any other member of the 
Department, at any time. 


SECTION THIED. 
duties of fihe companies. 

Article 1. Each Company belonging to the Eire Department of this 
City shall organize, annually, in the month of April, by the ehoice of a 
Foreman, Assistant Foreman, and Clerk, to be approved by the Board of 
Engineers, and shall hold their" offiecs one year, unless removed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Art. 2. It shall be the duty of the Foreman of each of the Companies 
of the Fire Department respectively, to see that the engines and other ap- 
paratus, together with the buildings entrusted to his eare, are kept elean, 
and in order for immediate use ; to preserve order and discipline at all 
times, and to require and enforce a strict eomplianee with the rules, regu- 
lations and orders of the Board of Engineers. 

Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to keep, or eauSe to be 
kept by the Clerks of the respective Companies, an exact roll, specifying 
the time of admission and discharge of each member thereof. All appli- 
cations for membership, and all applications for discharge, shall be made 
in writing, at a regular monthly or special meeting, to be approved by 
the Foreman, and submitted forthwith to the Chief Engineer and the 
Standing Committee on the Fire Department on the part of the Board of 
Aldermen, and . be subject to their approval previous to being presented 
to the Mayor and Aldermen for appointment or discharge. 
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Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder, 
and other Companies, to keep the several engines and other apparatus 
committed to their charge, in good and effective order, and on return of 
said engines and apparatus from a fire, to wash, clean, and put the same 
in thorough order and condition for use. 

Art. 5. Asa general rule, it is recommended not to open the doors or 
windows of a building in whieh a fire may be, until a supply of water is 
obtained, and then earefully to abstain from injuring goods or furniture 
by its injudicious application. 

Art. 6 . The first engines on arriving at a fire are to be drawn to the 
nearest supply of water, their suction hose lowered, and their leading hose 
extended. The Engineers will then exert themselves to place the other 
engines present so as to receive their water, and pass it towards the fire. 
Eut should the first engine be able to reach the fire with their hose, and 
no other engine be ready to receive their water, they will play upon the 
fire until one arrives, or until otherwise ordered. Water is not to be led 
past any engine stationed to receive and play out, unless by special order. 
Eaeh Company^ shall carry not less than three hundred feet of leading 
hose, and in forming a line shall extend two hundred feet, unless other- 
wise ordered by an Engineer. 

Art. 7. No Company belonging to the Eire Department is to leave 
the City with their apparatus, without speeial permission of the Mayor 
and Aldermen, except to play at a fire, and then they shall first obtain 
the permission of the Chief Engineer, or, in his absence, from the next in 
rank. 

Art. 8. No Engine or other apparatus belonging to the City, shall be 
taken from the house where it is usually kept, for the purpose of making 
additions or alterations, without speeial permission of the Chief Engineer ; 
nor shall any article be obtained for the engines or apparatus in their 
houses, or any alterations or additions made thereto, without sueh permis- 
sion of the Chief, under the authority and sanction of the Joint Standing 
Committee .of the Eire Department. Provided , that in ease any engine or 
other apparatus, being so damaged that immediate repairs are neeessary, 
and immediate information cannot readily be given to the Chief Engineer, 
it may be given to any Assistant Engineer, who will report to the Chief 
Engineer as soon as may be convenient. And all bills of work done, 
of any kind, are to be presented for approbation immediately after the 
work is completed and delivered. 

Art. 9. The Hose and Hook and Ladder Companies, on an alarm of 
fire, are to proceed with their respective apparatus to or near the place 
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where the fire may be, and the commanding officer will report their arrival 
to the Engineer. 

Art. 10. Badges are to be worn at all fires, and the utmost order, si, 
lenee and decorum will be preserved in going to, working at, and return, 
ing from a fire, that the nature of the business will permit ; and all menu 
bers of the department during a fire, except those otherwise engaged on 
special duty, will remain at or near the apparatus to which they are at- 
tached. 

Art. 11 . No Company attached to the Fire Department is to leave a 
fire, or take the apparatus of which they have charge therefrom, without 
permission from the Engineer. In the absenee of all the Engineers, orders 
shall proceed from their respective Foremen. 

Art. 12. All drills and exercise cf the engine and other apparatus, 
are to be conducted with the utmost order, and without noise and eonfu, 
sion, the officers in charge being particularly careful not to allow racing 
through the streets, and to avoid everything that can prove uncomfortable 
or annoying to their fellow,eitiz;ens. And it is expected that the officers 
of the Engine and other Companies will use their utmost exertions at any 
fire, in suppressing tumult and unnecessary noise ; and in ease of any 
member refusing to do his duty, or endeavoring to create disturbance, they 
will immediately report him to an Engineer. 

Art. 13. If, in eonsequenee of the multiplicity of hydrants in our 
streets, and the improved means of throwing water by foree pumps, an En- 
gineer should deem it expedient to take the leading hose of any Engine 
Company to use on a hydrant, the Company are to remain with their en- 
gine until otherwise ordered. The Hosemen attached to said engine will 
take charge of their hose. 

Art. 14: "Whenever an order is given to any Company working in 
line to cease working, their brakes shall be immediately stopped, which 
shall be a signal to the engine supplying them to cease likewise, and so on 
to the draughting engine or hydrant ; and, if the position of any Coim 
pany shall be such that the engine into which they discharge their water 
cannot be seen, it shall be the duty of one of the Hosemen having charge 
of their hose to repair immediately to his own engine with the order. In 
resuming operations, the same signals shall be observed, working at a slow 
stroke until the whole line is again in operation. 

Art. 15. No person shall be appointed a member of the Fire Depart- 
ment who does not sustain a good moral character, and who is under 
twenty years Of age. 
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Art. 1C. The members of the several Fire Companies are strietly for- 
bidden to assemble at any building occupied by the Fire Department on 
the Sabbath day, without permission from the Chief Engineer ; except in 
ease of an alarm of fire. 

* 

SECTION FOUBTH. 

STEAM EIRE ENGINES. 

Article 1 . Every Steam Fire Engine Company shall have an Engi- 
neer, Assistant Engineer, and Fireman who shall also be Steward. They 
shall also have sueh number of Hosemen as the Mayor and Aldermen 
may determine. 

Art. 2. The Engineer, Assistant Engineer, and Fireman shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and Aldermen. The Chief Engineer shall reeom- 
mend to the Mayor and Aldermen suitable persons to be appointed to the 
above offiees. 

Art. 3. The Engineer shall have the sole' care of the engine. He 
shall see that it is at all times in suitable condition for immediate use, 
and he shall be held personally responsible for its being in working con- 
dition and good order. 

Art. 4. The Assistant Engineer shall, under the direction of the En- 
gineer, assist in working the engine, and shall, in ease of his absenee, per- 
form all the duties of Engineer. 

Art. 5. The Fireman shall be under the immediate direction of the 
Engineer, and shall perform all duties that may be required of him on 
the engine and in the house, ineluding cleaning the hose and such other 
duties as are required of Stewards of Hand Engines and Hose Com- 
panies. 

Art. 0. The Engineer shall not leave the eity without obtaining per- 
mission from the Chief Engineer, and in his absenee the next in rank. In 
case any repairs are needed, he shall report the same to the Chief En- 
gineer immediately, and assist in putting the same in repair. 

Art. 7. Steam Fire Engine Companies shall be further organized by 
choiee of Foreman, Assistant Foreman and Clerk. They shall be chosen 
in the same manner, have the same powers, and perform the same duties 
as similar officers in Hand Engine and Hose Companies.

GENERAL REGULATION. 

Articlb 1. No supplies shall be furnished by the City to any Com- 
pany, nor to any officer thereof, except upon the written order of the Chief
